Mr*  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  t958. 

Circular  22/58  issued  by  the  Welsh  Boani  of  Health  gives  guidance 
on  the  items  to  be  included  in  the  Annual  Reports  of  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  for  the  year  1958,  and  states  in  particular  that  the  Depart- 
ment would  be  glad  if  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  included  in  his 
report  a brief  general  review  of  the  manner  in  which,  during  the  first 
ten  years  of  the  National  Health  Service,  the  local  health  services 
have  functioned  in  the  wider  setting  of  the  National  Health  Service 
generally. 

BRIEF  REVIEW  OF  THE  FIRST  TEN  YEARS  OF  THE  NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 


In  my  report  for  1952,  which  included  a detailed  review  of  the 
Service  after  five  years  operation,  I stated: - 

" if  the  main  object  of  the  Service  is  continually 
kept  in  mind,  - that  it  is  a service  for  the 
people  - and  the  three  units  co-operate  to  achieve 
this  and  instead  of  working  in  isolation  and  oppos- 
ition, then  all  should  be  well.  " 

I have  to  report  that,  during  the  last  five  years,  the  three  units 
of  the  services  looally  have  endeavoured,  at  all  times,  to  work  as  a 
team  for  the  benefit  of  the  community,  and,  generally,  co-ordination  and 
co-operation  has  been  good.  This  state  of  affairs  has,  however,  called 
for  some  real  effort  and  endeavour,  demanding  patience,  tolerance,  and 
a spirit  of  goodwill  on  the  part  of  all  concerned;  and  it  must  not 
be  thought  that  there  have  been  no  differences  of  opinion  either,  as  for 
instance,  on  the  administration  of  maternity  medical  services.  Whilst 
some  of  this  success  can  be  credited  to  the  fact  that  the  officers  of 
the  various  bodies  have  come  to  know  and  respect  each  other  over  the 
passage  of  years,  it  must  not  be  overlooked  too,  that  certain  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  are  members  of  the  local  Hospital  Management 
Committees  and  the  Local  Executive  Council.  Consequently  they  have 
the  opportunity  of  appreciating  health  service  problems  as  a whole, 
and  not  as  it  affects  one  section  of  the  service.  I also  attend  these 
meetings. 

Being  a member  of  the  Local  Medical  Committee  and  also  certain 
Medical  Staff  Committees,  I have  an  opportunity  of  discussing  freely, 
important  medical  problems  with  my  colleagues,  the  consultants  and  the 
general  practitioners,  with  whom  we  are  on  cordial  and  friendly  terms. 

I also  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  Liaison 
Committee  for  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  Officers  of  the  Welsh  Board 
of  Health. 

During  the  past  years,  it  has  beoome  increasingly  obvious  that 
an  important'  role  of  the  local  health  authority,  in  the  wider  setting 
of  the  National  Health  Service,  is  the  great  contribution  it  is  able 
to  make  towards  the  establishment  of  a positive  health  service  amongst 
the  community,  whereby  the  prevention  of  illnes3,  including  mental 
disorders  of  all  kinds,  general  care,  and  after-care  are  the  keystones 
of  framing  the  architecture  of  future  policies,  the  aim  being  to  co- 
ordinate, without  duplication,  the  three  services. 


Unf ortunately,  owing  to  lack  of  staff,  especially  health  visitors, 
who  being  trained  nurses  with  the  added  qualification  of  being  fully 
qualified  social  workers,  as  well  as  the  need  for  additional  expenditure 
to  meet  the  costs  of  expansion  of  the  several  services  of  the  Department, 
progress  is  not  as  rapid  as  one  would  desire. 

Nevertheless,  much  has  already  been  achieved  in  having  our  existing 
staff  trained  to  meet  the  problem  of  future  development,  especially  in 
the  mental  health  field,  and  much  research  is  in  progress.  There  is, 
hov/ever,  so  much  to  be  done,  that  we  are  at  present  only  on  the  threshold 
of  discovery. 

As  far  as  specific  local  health  services  are  concerned,  the  general 
position  is  as  follows: - 

Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

More  mothers  are  obtaining  their  ante-natal  care  from  the  family 
doctors,  but  this  situation  has  enabled  more  time  to  be  devoted  to 
relaxation  exercises,  health  education  and  mothercraft  classes.  The 
priority  dental  treatment  of  mothers  and  young  children,  however,  has 
been  hampered  by  shortage  of  staff,  and  is  now  practically  non-existent. 
This  is  a very  sad  and  disturbing  reflection  on  what  had  been  achieved 
previously. 

Midwifery  Service. 

Valuable  assistance  has  been  afforded  the  maternity  hospitals  by 
accepting  the  discharge  of  patients  often  before  the  tenth  day,  in  order 
to  cope  with  the  heavy  demand  for  maternity  beds.  The  percentage  of 
hospital  confinements  was  above  the  national  average. 

Health  Visitors. 


Here  again,  as  mentioned  earlier,  there  has  been  a grave  and  persistent 
shortage  of  staff.  Indeed  the  establishment  (which  I consider  to  be  on 
the  low  side)  has  never  been  filled  since  the  introduction  of  the  Act. 

We  have  not  introduced  " special ization"  because  it. is  considered  that  it 
narrows  the  field  of  interest.  The  matter  has  been  considered  and  dis- 
cussed with  the  health  visitors. 

The  general  praotitioners  in  Swansea  have  welcomed  the  assistance 
of  health  visitors,  and  fully  realise  that  they  oan  be  of  great  assist- 
ance to  them. 

District  Nursing. 

The  picture  is  one  of  continual  expansion  of  the  service  with  a 
happy  relationship  between  the  patient,  doctor,  and  nurse. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 


During  the  past  three  years  an  intensive  anti -poliomyelitis  vaccin- 
ation campaign  was  instituted,  and  on  a rota  basis,  a considerable  number 
of  family  doctors  attended  our  clinics,  working  alongside  our  staff,  to 
the  mutual  benefit  of  all  concerned. 

Unfortunately,  though  a large  number  of  persons  were  immunised, 
the  scheme  never  met  with  the  suocess  that  was  envisaged,  owing  to  the 
relatively  small  number  of  people  In  the  18-25  age  group  failing  to  take 
advantage  of  the  facilities  offered. 

Apparently  interest  is  only  awakened  and  kept  alive,  when  the  disease 
is  present  amongst  the  community  claiming  victims. 
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Ambulance  Service 


The  volume  of  outpatient  traffic  ha3  increased  immensely,  and,  whilst 
no  doubt,  this  method  of  treatment  has  been  appreciated  by  the  patients, 
and  enables  the  hospitals  to  increase  their  turnover,  it  has  caused  consider- 
able strain  to  the  service  at  peak  hours.  The  control  room  staff  has  had 
to  exercise  great  ingenuity  to  keep  delays  down  to  a minimum. 

The  new  ambulance  depot  wa3  opened  in  August. 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care. 


Health  Visitors  visit  the  local  hospitals  to  discuss  cases  before  they 
are  discharged  with  the  medical  staff  concerned,  so  that,  on  discharge,  the 
Health  Visitor  is  able  to  follow  up  the  patients  on  the  district  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  family  doctors.  Hospital  case  discussions  also  enable  the 
health  visitor  to  prepare  the  way  for  the  local  health  authority's  community 
services  to  be  made  available. 

A "night  sitters"  scheme  has  been  developed,  to  assist  in  the  care  of 
the  chronic  elderly  3ick,  who  cannot  be  admitted  into  hospital,  and  to 
provide  a break  for  near  relatives,  who  spend  a considerable  portion  of 
their  time  nursing  the  patients. 

A "Co-ordinating  Committee"  of  officers  concerned,  meets  monthly  to 
consider  what  concerted  effort  is  required  to  prevent  the  "break-up"  of 
families. 

Domestic  Helps. 

The  increased  demand  continues  and,  no  doubt,  it  will  remain  like  this 
for  some  years  to  come.  The  organiser  (in  our  case  the  Superintendent 
Health  Visitor)  and  the  staff  find  it  increasingly  difficult  to  allocate 
the  available  help,  according  to  need.  There  must  be  an  aocurate  assess- 
ment of  need  and,  as  circumstances  vary,  there  must  also  be  a prompt  re- 
assessment. It  is  only  in  this  way  that  the  helps  can  be  deployed  to  the 
best  advantage. 

Apart  from  having  more  helps  available  during  the  day,  consideration 
must  be  given,  in  the  future,  to  the  employment  of  domestic  helps  during 
the  evenings  and  week-ends. 

The  time  spent  by  the  health  visitors  in  investigating  the  requests 
for  domestic  helps  and  determining  the  scale  of  payment  for  suoh  services 
is  very  considerable  indeed,  and  greatly  reduces  the  time  they  can  devote 
to  other  fields  of  environmental  and  social  health.  Consequently,  it  is 
felt  that  it  would  be  more  profitable  to  employ  an  organiser  and  assistants 
for  this  purpose,  especially  as  we  are  so  short  of  health  visitors. 

Mental  Health  Services. 


Prevention,  and  the  transition  from  hospital  treatment  to  community 
oare,  require  that  all  services  must  work  together  as  a co-ordinate  unit. 
This  fact  is  reoognised  locally  and,  after  the  mo3t  cordial  and  amicable 
exploratory  discussions  with  the  officers  of  the  Hospital  Management  Comm- 
ittee and  the  Local  Medical  Committee,  the  respective  bodies  have  approved 
a blue  print  which  has  been  prepared,  and  which  will  be  developed  as  circum- 
stances permit  and  the  need  arises.  Meanwhile,  as  a start,  weekly  case 
discussions  have  been  taking  place  at  Cefn  Coed  Hospital,  at  which  the 
Medical  Superintendent,  Consultant  Psychiatrist,  General  Practitioners, 
and  local  health  authority  staff  have  been  present. 

The  report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  the  Law  relating  to  Mental 
Illness  and  Mental  Deficiency  has  been  considered  by  the  authority,  details 
of  which  will  be  found  in  the  section  on  Mental  Health. 
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SERVICES  PROVIDED  FOR  THE  ELDERLY,  SICK  AND  INFIRM 


The  Welsh  Board  of  Health  has  indicated  that  it  would  like  infor- 
mation of  any  special  ways  in  which  it  rnay  have  been  found  possible  to 
strengthen  the  domiciliary  health  services  (including  the  home  help 
service)  provided  for  the  elderly,  sick  and  infirm.  In  this  connection, 
it  is  fortunate  that  this  authority  has  resolved  that  the  local  health 
services  and  welfare  services  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Health  Comm- 
ittee, and  consequently  both  Services  are  administered  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

In  view  of  thi3  arrangement,  there  is  no  difficulty  whatsoever  with 
regard  to  ensuring  that  the  local  health  services  are,  when  necessary, 
made  available  to  the  elderly,  3ick  and  infirm. 

The  health  visitors  and  other  members  of  the  staff  keep  a friendly 
eye  on  the  elderly  on  their  districts,  and  refer  cases  to  the  welfare 
officers  when  it  appears  that  more  detailed  or  special  attention  is 
required.  Readers  are  referred  to  the  section  of  the  report  dealing 
with  welfare  matters,  commencing  on  page  6 2 » for  further  information 
under  this  heading. 


YEAR  UNDER  REV  I E W. 


Vital  Statistics. 

The  number  of  live  births  has  increased  by  94  to  2,706,  and  the  live 
birth  rate  per  1,000  population  from  16.0  to  1 6.6  as  compared  with  l6.4 
for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  stillbirths  82  is  the  highest  figure  recorded  since  1947 
and  the  rate  of  0.50  per  1,000  population  is  also  the  highest  since  1949# 
This  is  very  surprising  and  disappointing,  particularly  as  there  are  so  many 
services  now  available  to  the  expectant  mother.  It  is,  therefore,  with 
great  interest  that  we  await  the  findings  of  the  National  Peri-natal  Survey 
carried  out  in  March  1958* 

The  infant  deaths,  77  > were  2 less  than  the  previous  year  and  the  rate 
of  28  per  1,000  live  births  is  the  second  lowest  recorded.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  22.6  per  1,000  live  births.  There  is  yet  a consider- 
able leeway  to  be  made  up.  Of  the  77  deaths,  59  occurred  during  the  first 
four  weeks  of  life  and  the  neo-natal  rate  is  21.8  per  1,000  live  births, 
approximately  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  compared  with  a rate  of  16.2 
for  England  and  Wales. 

Only  one  maternal  death  was  recorded  during  the  year,  and,  in  this 
case,  death  was  unavoidable. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  all  ages  registered  during  the  year 
was  2,055,  three  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  crude  death  rate  per 
1,000  population  for  this  year  is  12.6,  and  shows  very  little  change  from 
that  of  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  11.7* 

It  is  once  more  pleasing  to  record  a further  drop  in  tuberculous 
mortality.  During  the  year,  l6  persons  died  from  the  disease,  - 13  males 
and  only  3 females,  all  of  whom  were  over  45  years.  The  total  respiratory 
deaths  in  the  previous  year  was  19*  Nevertheless,  it  is  necessary  to 
refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Chest  Physician,  Dr.  T.W.  Davies,  on  page  37 
in  which  he  draws  attention  to  the  high  rate  of  positive  reactors  in  school 
children. 
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The  total  number  of  death.,  from  carcinoma  was  380  as  compared  with 
367  for  last  year,  but  it  is  worth  noting  that  there  wa3  a decline  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  from  83  to  63* 

Infectious  Diseases  - Artificial  Immunity. 

For  the  tenth  year  in  succession  there  has  been  no  notification  of 
diphtheria.

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Infectious  Disease s„ 

The  toal  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  3,262  compared 
with  1,353  for  the  previous  year.  This  is  mainly  accounted  for  by  2,6l5 
notifications  of  measles,  an  increase  of  1,557  over  the  pr  vious  year. 
There  was  also  an  increase  of  79  in  whooping  cough  notifications. 

Diphtheria. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  no  notifications  of  diphtheria  were 
received,  this  being  the  10th  successive  year. 

Dysentery. 

The  number  of  notifications  during  the  year  was  34  compared  with  63 
for  the  last  year. 

Typhoid  and  Para-Typhoid. 

1 case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  was  notified  during  the  year. 
Poliomyelitis  (Notification) . 

8 suspected  cases  of  poliomyelitis  we re  notified,  none  of  which  were 
subsequently  confirmed. 

Poliomyelitis  Research. 

The  Department  co-operated  with  the  Medical  Research  Council  during 
the  year  to  ascertain  the  extent  to  v.hich  the  poliomyelitis  virus  w as 
present  in  the  faeces  of  children  under  five  years  of  age,  and,  by  the 
end  of  the  year,  744  specimens  had  been  submitted,  compared  with  628 
the  previous  year. 

The  parents  are  to  be  congratulated  for  their  splendid  co-operation 
and  praise  is  also  due  to  the  Health  Visitors  who  have  to  explain  the 
scheme  to  the  parents  and  seek  their  co-operation. 

Food  Poisoning. 

18  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.

Cere  of  Unmarried  Mothers. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946,  Section  22,  the 
Local  Health  Authority  has  a duty  to  make  arrangements  for  the  care 
of  unmarried  mothers  and  their  children.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  with  the  Swansea  and  Brecon  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association 
for  patients  to  be  admitted  to  Hostels  approved  by  this  authority, 
for  two  or  three  months  before  confinement,  and  to  remain  there  for 
up  to  two  or  three  months  afterwards. 

During  the  year  17  unmarried  mothers  were  admitted  to  various 
Hostels,  compared  with  26  the  previous  year. 

The  organising  Secretary  of  the  Association  reports  that  1958 
proved  a very  busy  year  and  that  204  new  cases  were  dealt  with, 
with  many  old  cases  still  under  supervision.  The  new  cases  dealt 
with  are  made  up  as  follows

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Dental  Care 


Treatment  for  mothers  and  children  under  school  age  was  given  at 
the  following  places :- 

Full  time  Clinics  - Eaton  House  and  Cwmbwrla. 

Part  " V - Mansel  Street,  Townhill,  St.  Thomas, 

Oystermouth  and  Morris ton. 

The  equivalent  of  193  sessions  was  given  up  to  this  treatment,  no  ' 
special  sessions  are  set  apart  from  it  as  it  is  found  to  be  more  effective 
and  economical  to  allow  the  attendance  of  these  patients  at  such  time  as' 
the  need  arises. 

Expectant  mothers  are  referred  only  from  the  ante-natal  clinics  by 
the  medical  officers,  whilst  post-natal  mothers  may  be  referred  from 
several  sources  and  are  entitled  to  treatment  if  the  birth  has  taken  place 
within  the  year.  All  children  under  school  age  can  obtain  treatment  when 
requested  by  the  parent. 

The  prosthetic  work  (dentures)  is  done  by  outside  technicians  as  there 
is  not  sufficient  work  to  warrant  the  setting  up  of  our  o wn  laboratory. 

Patients  needing  x.rays  are  radiographed  by  Mr.  Herbert  at  Mansel 
Street  Clinic,  and  this  is  a most  useful  service.

The  arrangements  in  respect  of  the  service  are  similar  to 
previous  years,  but  again,  shortage  of  staff  and  sickness  of  existing 
staff  has  made  it  extremely  difficult  to  administer  the  services# 

It  has  been  impossible,  during  certain  periods,  to  plan  the 
midwives ' future  time  with  any  degree  of  certainty,  and  there  have 
been  occasions  when  it  has  been  necessary  to  do  this  on  a daily 
basis#  Despite  this,  it  must  be  placed  on  record  that  the  midwives 
accepted  these  conditions  without  complaint  and  cheerfully  carried 
out  their  duties,  often  times  under  great  stress# 

Part  II  Training  School* 

The  application  of  the  Glantawe  Hospital  Management  Committee 
for  Morriston  Hospital  to  be  associated  with  this  authority  in  a 
Part  II  Training  School  received  the  approval  of  the  Central  Midwives 
Board,  and  it  was  due  to  function  from  the  1st  June,  1958*  However, 
due  to  certain  difficulties,  this  was  postponed  until  the 
1st  September,  1958*  when  four  pupils  commenced  their  first  three 
months  of  the  second  period  training  at  Morriston  Hospital# 

It  was  also  agreed  that  a District  Midwives  Home  (draining)  be 
established  at  36  Lion  Street,  Swansea,  during  the  year  1959*

"Flying  Squad*1. 

The  Flying  Squad  was  called  out  on  nine  occasions  during  the 
year  to  attend  to  two  priraiparous  and  seven  multiparous  women* 

The  Senior  Registrar  of  Morriston  Hospital  attended  on  two  occasions, 
the  Senior  Hospital  Medical  Officer  (obstetrics)  Mount  Pleasant 
Hospital  on  six  occasions  and  the  Consultant  Obstetrician  on  two 
occasions. 

On  three  occasions  the  patient  had  had  a haemorrhage  which 
had  been  controlled  by  the  time  the  Flying  Squad  arrived  and  no 
further  treatment  was  necessary. 

Two  calls  were  for  cases  of  retained  placenta.  Manual  removal 
under  general  anaesthetic  was  performed  followed  by  plasma  and 
blood  transfusion.  One  of  these  patients  made  a satisfactory 
recovery  after  transfusion,  the  other  had  recovered  sufficiently  to 
be  transferred  to  hospital  for  further  treatment. 

Two  cases  of  post-partum  haemorrhage  and  one  secondary  post- 
partum haemorrhage  were  treated.  Plasma  and  blood  transfusions  were 
given  in  each  case.  Two  were  in  a satisfactory  condition  after 
transfusion  and  the  third  was  fit  to  be  transferred  to  hospital  for 

further  treatment. 

The  ninth  case  was  one  of  acute  inversion  of  the  uterus*  Blood 
and  plasma  transfusions  were  given  in  the  home  and  continued  in  the 
ambulance  during  the  transport  of  the  patient  to  hospital*  She  was 

later  discharged,  cured,  from  hospital. 


HEALTH  VISITING* 


The  Health  Visitors  made  77,076  visits  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  70,732  for  the  previous  year.  The  increase  of  6,344 
visits  represents  a really  big  effort  on  the  part  of  the  health 
visitors,  in  their  endeavour  to  accept  the  additional  duties  which 
are  continually  being  placed  upon  th<*m. 

The  number  of  health  visitors  employed  is  still  below  establish- 
ment and,  in  order  to  release  them  from  undertaking  routine  taks, 
wherever  possible,  clinic  nurses  are  employed.

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation. 

The  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  scheme  caused  a considerable  decrease 
in  the  number  of  children  immunised. 

Immunisation  work  in  schools  ceased  altogether  for  muny  months 
whilst  the  protection  of  infants  under  five  was  also  deferred  in  many 
cases  in  favour  of  poliomyelitis  vaccination.

Whilst  the  number  of  vaccinations 
is  not  as  high  as  I would  like,  there  has  been  a distinct  improvement 
during  the  last  few  years,  which  is  most  encouraging. 


VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS , 

Further  extension  of  the  Vaccination  Scheme. 

On  2nd  September,  1958,  Circular  20/58  tWales)  from  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health,  implemented  the  Government's  decision  to  extend  the 
offer  of  vaccination  to  - (i)  persons  born  in  the  years  1933  - 1942, 
that  is  ten  years  beyond  the  present  upper  age  limit,  and  (ii) 
hospital  staffs  coming  into  contact  with  patients,  medical  students 
and  the  families  of  these  groups.  In  addition  third  (reinforcing) 
injections  were  to  be  offered  to  those  who  had  already  received  their 
second  injections  not  less  than  seven  months  previously. 

Progress  of  the  Scheme, 

On  1st  January,  1958,  6,502  children  had  reoeived  two  injections 
and  918  were  awaiting  their  second,  15,556  newly  registered  children 
were  awaiting  their  first. 

On  31st  December,  1958,  9,253  children  and  349  others  had  received 
three  injections,  20,582  persons  had  received  two  only  while  877 
children  and  1,663  others  had  received  one  injection  only. 

This  means  that  from  the  inception  of  the  scheme  in  May  1956, 
the  Department  has  given  approximately  72,000  injections  and  was 
faced  with  the  task  of  at  least  a further  28,000  discounting  any  fresh 
registrations  or  extensions  of  the  scheme, 

A small  number  of  general  practitioners  are  vaccinating  relatively 
few  patients  in  their  surgeries  and  their  figures  are  included  in  the 
totals  given  above. 

Administration , 

The  Ministry  of  Health  increased  supplies  of  vaccine  in  order 
to  permit  the  first  extension  of  the  scheme  as  authorised  in  November, 
1957,  to  be  carried  through.  This  was  achieved  by  means  of  the 
purchase  of  supplies  of  American  and  Canadian  Salk  Vaccine  to  augment 
that  being  produced  in  Great  Britain,  Testing  and  minor  supply 
difficulties  made  the  issues  somewhat  spasmodic  preventing  our 
programme  from  running  evenly  and  smoothly  although  so  far  each 
difficulty  presented  has  been  overcome  satisfactorily  even  if  with 
difficulty  sometimes.

The  schoolchildren  covered  by  the  November  1957  extension  were 
registered  with  the  help  and  oo-operation  of  the  Director  of 
Education  and  his  teaching  sttff.  This  was  followed  by  an  extensive 
vaccination  programme,  between  the  beginning  of  February  and  the  end 
of  April  1958#  which  was  conducted  at  the  schools.  The  major 
difficulties  encountered  were  the  parallel  running  B.C.G-.  vaccination 
scheme  and  the  effect  on  routine  work  of  using  permanent  staff  on 
this  work.  Diphtheria  immunisation  work  was  delayed  until  after  the 
scheme  was  finished. 

Then  from  28th  May  to  30th  May,  the  trustees  of  the  Walter  Hoad 
Congregational  Church  allowed  the  Department,  free  of  rent,  to  set 
up  a temporary  clinic  in  the  Church  Schoolroom  in  order  to  deal  with 
the  large  number  of  children  under  five  needing  vaccination.  Further 
use  of  the  Hall  was  made  in  the  3ame  way  from  1st  July  - 13th, 
so  that  by  31st  August,  3,159  persons  had  received  one  injection  only 
and  24,598  (including  23,693  children)  had  received  two.  At  this 
stage  no  thirds  had  been  given. 

Finally,  during  the  months  of  November  and  December  a temporary 
shop  in  Oxford  Street,  Swansea,  was  opened  as  a Vaccination  Centre 
and  the  public  was  invited  to  attend  without  appointment  for  first, 
second  or  third  injections  as  necessary  without  appointment.  It 
became  apparent  however,  that  publicity  was  not  enough  to  bring  in 
the  public  now  accustomed  to  the  appointment  system,  and  thousands  of 
appointment  postcards  had  to  be  sent  out,  greatly  increasing  the 
attendance  and  making  the  project  worthwhile. 

There  were  two  features  of  note  in  connection  with  this  latter 
clinic.  One,  that  the  evening  sessions  were  manned  by  general 
practitioners  employed  on  a temporary  basis  and,  secondly,  that  the 
response  from  the  13  - 25  age  group  was  deplorably  low.  Only  1,500 
persons  in  this  group  registered  and  attended  out  of  an  estimated 
20  - 25,000  potential. 

Staffing. 

V.'ith  the  exception  of  the  general  practitioners  referred  to  above 
the  whole  of  the  scheme  has  been  carried  through  by  the  department's 
normal  medical  staff.  It  has  sei’iously  affected  normal  clinical  work 
but  I would  praise  all  of  them  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  dealt 
with  this  major  operation. 

Three  temporary  nurses  were  employed  during  November  and  December 
to  staff  the  Oxford  Street  Clinic.  Supervisory  and  clerical  work 
during  the  year  was  carried  out  by  the  Assistant  Administrative 
Officer  to  the  Combined  Health  and  School  Health  Service,  with  a staff 
of  clinic  clerks  working  port  time  on  the  task,  supplemented  by  one 
temporary  clerk. 

During  November  and  December,  two  additional  temporary  clerks 
were  employed,  in  order  that  the  Oxford  Street  Clinic  could  remain 
open  all  day  from  9»0  a.m.  to  6.30  p.m. 

The  task  of  maintaining  the  records  system  is  a tremendous  one 
and  here  again  I wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  staff  for  carrying  out  a 
very  exacting  task  so  willingly  and  so  well. 

Publicity. 

In  addition  to  national  publicity  given  to  the  scheme,  a vast 
amount  of  local  publicity  has  been  accorded  with  the  help  of  many 
members  of  the  public  to  whom  we  should  be  most  grateful.  Shops,  large 
and  small,  and  bu3iness-house3  have  displayed  posters.  A bill-posting 
company  has  displayed  posters  on  hoardings  free  of  charge.  The  local 
press  has  helped  magnificently.  Cinema  proprietors  have  displayed 
posters  and  slides.  Churches,  chapels,  public  buildings,  sports  fields 
and  many  other  places  have  provided  facilities  willingly.  Circulars 
have  been  distributed  through  schools  and  employers. 

Swansea  can,  I feel,  be  proud  of  the  way  in  which  this  tremendous 
task  has  been  tackled. 
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AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


Vehicles . 

There  was  no  change  in  the  complement  of  vehicles,  namely 
nine  ambulances  and  five  sitting  case  cars  (each  of  which  can  be 
converted  to  take  a stretcher  case,  should  it  be  necessary). 
There  were  no  renewals  of  •vehicles  during  the  year. 

Radio . 


Thirteen  of  the  fourteen  vehicles  are  equipped  with  two-way 
radio  communications. 

Personnel. 

The  number  of  personnel  employed  remained  at  36. 

Depot  accommodation. 

The  Ambulance  Depot  was  transferred  from  the  Guildhall  Garage 
to  new  premises  at  Derwen  Fawr,  in  August  of  the  year  under  review. 

The  premises  are  not  new.  It  was  previously  a Military  Camp 
containing  an  excellent  permanent  brick  garage  and  14  temporary  huts.*. 
The  garage  itself  required  very  little  attention  to  make  it,  suitable, 
but  it  was  necessary  to  spend  a sum  of  £4,550  on  adaptations  to  a 
number  of  huts,  as  well  as  providing  for  extra  furniture  and  fittings, 
a petroli  tank  and  petrol  pump,  and  the  making  up  of  an  approach  road. 

The  accommodation  available  in  the  temporary  buildings  is 
certainly  an  improvement  on  previous  accommodation,  but  it  will  be 
necessary  in  the  future  to  provide  a permanent  control  room  and 
quarters  for  the  crew. 

Civil  Defence  Training  - Peace-time  Ambulance  Staff . 

The  Welsh  Board  of  Health  drew  our  attention  to  the  fact  that, 
whilst  they  had  learned  with  satisfaction  of  the  progress  being 
made  in  the  training  of  volunteers  in  the  Ambulance  and  Casualty 
Collecting  Section  of  Civil  Defence,  attention  should  also  be  given 
to  the  training  of  peace-time  staff  in  civil  defence  duties. 

It  was  vital  that  they  should  have  this  training  because  in  the 
expansion  of  the  service  in  war  time,  the  peace  time  members  would 
form  the  nucleus  of  an  expanded  service.  The  training  programme  was 
also  being  marred  because  we  were  not  achieving  the  corresponding 
degree  of  training  amongst  the  permanent  staff  as  we  were  with 
volunteers. 

The  only  possibility  of  ensuring  that  this  training  was  under- 
taken, without  causing  difficulty  to  the  peace-time  service,  was  during 
overtime.  When  the  payment  of  overtime  was  discussed  by  the  Finance 
Comnittee  it  was  rejected  and  the  resolution  had  the  approval  of 

Council.

Tuberculosis . 


Dr.  T.W.  Davies,  the  Chest  Physician,  reports  as  follows :- 

The  year  1959  will  see  the  end  of  an  era  in  respect  of  the 
Chest  Clinic  at  Grove  Place. 

Established  in  1912  by  the  Welsh  National  Memorial 
Association  it  has  since  been  the  centre  of  the  Anti-tuberculosis 
Services  of  the  County  Borough  of  Swansea  and  West  Glamorgan. 

When  the  Association  was  established  in  1912,  the  picture 
in  respect  of  tuberculosis  was  gloomy  and  remained  so  for  many 
years.  Partial  success  was  achieved  but  tuberculosis  remained 
a serious  problem.  It  may  therefore,  be  considered  galling  that 
10  years  following  the  Association's  incorporation  into  the 
National  Health  Service  that  the  objects  of  the  Charter  have 
nearly  been  accomplished. 

There  has  been  a dramatic  decline  in  the  mortality  rate  as 
seen  from  the  following  figures  for  the  County  Borough  of  Swansea. 

Deaths  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

1911  - 1,764-  per  million  of  the  population. 

1948  - 684  " " " " " 

1958  - 129  " " " " 

The  reasons  for  this  are  - 

(1)  The  introduction  of  successful  treatment  by  antibiotics. 

(2)  Improvement  in  the  standard  of  living. 

(3)  The  raising  of  resistance  to  infection  by  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

(4)  The  earlier  recognition  of  the  disease  by  case  finding 

surveys. 

Morbidity  figures  as  shown  by  the  number  of  new  notifications 
are  also  falling  but  at  a slower  rate  than  the  corresponding 
mortality  figures.  In  1958  the  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis 
of  all  forms  was  122  as  compared  with  130  in  1957*  Notification 
figures  do  not  give  a true  picture  of  the  tuberculisation  of  the 
community  owing  to  the  wide  interpretation  of  the  notifiable  case 
and  a figure  of  greater  significance  than  the  incidence  of  new 
cases  is  the  number  of  school  children  found  to  be  infected. 

Attention  was  drawn  last  year  to  the  high  rate  of  positive 
tuberculin  reactors  in  the  13  age  group.  Since  then  comparison 
has  been  made  with  similar  figures  obtained  from  other  County 
Boroughs  and  Counties  in  Wale 3.  This  shows  that  the  Swansea  figures 
are  the  highest  which  suggests  the  possibility  in  the  area  of 
unknown  sources  of  infection  which  need  to  be  discovered.  Treat- 
ment alone  will  not  eradicate  tuberculosis  from  a community. 

For  every  new  case  diagnosed  or  of  evidence  of  recent  infection 
by  conversion  from  a negative  to  positive  reactor  some  individual 
is  responsible.  He  may  be  known  or  unknown.  Serious  consider- 
ation is,  therefore,  being  given  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  to 
institute  a community  survey.  To  be  successful  the  closest 
co-operation  between  the  Board,  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  the 
County  Borough  of  Swansea  Health  Department,  the  Welsh  Mass 
Radiography  Service  and  the  Chest  Clinic  Services  will  be 
necessary.  It  would  need  a town  effort  and  entails  the  co-operation 
of  all  voluntary  bodies. 
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Static  Unit 


This  unit  continues  its  useful  work  and  an  analysis  of  the 
work  done  is  included  in  the  report.  v 

The  General  Practitioner  referrals  in  respect  of  tuberculosis 
as  in  previous  years  give  the  greatest  yield.  A large  number  of 
non-tuberculous  chest  conditions  were  discovered  and  these  include 
23  malignant  neoplasms. 

It  is  disturbing,  therefore,  that  there  is  a distinct 
possibility  that  the  service  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  town 
may  be  displaced  by  a unit  in  the  new  Out-patient  department  of 
the  Glantawe  Hospital  Management  Committee  at  Singleton  Park. 
Should  this  occur  it  will  be  a great  disservice  to  the  General 
Practitioners  and  General  Population. 

It  is  highly  probable  that  a number  of  persons  will  be 
reluctant  to  go  2 - 3 mile3  for  an  x-ray  and  General  Practitioners 
may  not  be  so  inclined  to  refer  individuals  with  slight  symptoms 
to  a unit  so  far  from  the  patient's  home. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  support  of  all  concerned  will  be  forth- 
coming to  retain  the  unit  in  the  centre  of  the  town.

283  patients  were  treated  at  home  by  the  district  nurses  acting 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Chest  Physician  and  family  doctor, 

13,987  visits  were  made  to  these  patients. 

Health  Visiting. 

The  arrangements  were  the  same  as  for  previous  years.  The  health 
visitors  also  met  the  Chest  Physicians  as  often  as  possible  for  case 
discussions.  3,6 77  visits  were  made  to  the  patients  during  the  year. 

Re-housing. 

In  accordance  with  the  Council's  scheme,  44  families  were 
re-housed  on  priority  grounds  after  consultation  with  the  Chest 
Physician. 

Routine  Chest  X-ray  of  Expectant  Mothers. 


The  arrangements  were  similar  to  previous  years.  1,351  patients 
were  examined  and  one  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

In  all  the  cases  appropriate  action  is  taken  by  the  Chest  Physician 
in  consultation  with  the  Consultant  Obstetrician  and  the  Senior 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer.  Further  details  of  the 
number  who  attended  for  x-ray  and  an  analysis  of  abnormalities 
discovered  will  be  found  in  the  tables  showing  the  work  of  the  Static 
Mass  Miniature  Unit.

Extra  Nourishment .

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B.C  Vaccination 


(a)  Contacts . 

B.C.G.  vaccination  of  contacts  is  undertaken  by  the  Chest 
Physician  in  accordance  with  Circular  72/79  (Wales).  The 
arrangements  for  this  work  were  included  in  my  1954  report 
and  there  has  been  no  change  in  the  year  under  review. 

279  contacts  were  skin  tested  during  the  year  by  the  Chest 
Physician  and  of  these  203  were  found  negative  and  198 
were  vaccinated. 

0>)  School  Children. 

In  accordance  with  Circular  27/35  (Wales),  the  local  health 
authority  has  made  arrangements  for  the  vaccination  of 
children  in  the  prescribed  age  group.  For  an  outline  of  the 
objectives  and  administration  of  the  Swansea  scheme  for  the 
B.C.G-.  vaccination  of  children  in  their  13th  year,  readers 
are  referred  to  the  1955  Annual  Report,  but  certain  modifi- 
cations were  made  during  the  year  under  review.  These  are 
shown  below:- 

(1)  Up  to  the  present  time,  all  children  presenting  them- 
selves for  skin  test  were  given  a chest  x-ray  at  the 
Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit,  provided  parental 
consent  had  been  received.  A miniature  x-ray  was 
also  given  at  the  time  of  the  conversion  test.  As 

a result  of  representations  received  from  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health,  it  was  decided  that  in  future,  the 
Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  x-ray  would  only  be 
offered  to  positive  re -actors. 

(2)  The  recommendations  contained  in  Memorandum  322/feCG-. 
(Revised  1958)  were  also  taken  into  consideration, 
the  main  effects  being :- 

(a)  our  readings  were  now  done  at  72  hours,  whereas 
previously  it  had  been  done  at  48  hours. 

(b)  The  immediate  post-vaccination  skin  test  was 
dispensed  with. 

During  the  year  under  review,  3,701  children  were  skin  tested; 
1,244  of  these  were  found  negative  and  1,174  vaccinated. 

Of  the  1,701  children  skin  tested,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
our  scheme  was  modified  during  the  year,  not  all  were  given  the 
opportunity  of  having  a chest  x-ray.  The  number  concerned  was  325, 
of  whom  35  proved  to  be  positive  reactors,  therefore  requiring  x-ray.

Auxiliary  Clinic. 

There  has  been  a slight  but  steady  decline  in  the  numbers  of 
patients  attending  this  clinic,  for  many  years,  so  the  number  of 
sessions  per  week  has  now  been  reduced  from  four  to  three.  The 
large  majority  of  patients  attend  for  non™ venereal  diseases  but  a 
few  cases  of  syphilis  were  found  among  patients  attending  the  ante- 
natal clinics  in  the  town.  Neither  had  been  confined  by  the  end  of 
the  year.  Four  patients  previously  treated  for  syphilis  returned 
for  further  treatment  during  pregnancies.  One  defaulted  before 
completing  treatment  and  refused  to  bring  her  baby  for  examination. 

Of  the  other  three,  two  had  live  babies  both  of  whom  were  free  of 
disease  and  one  had  a still-birth  due  to  obstetric  abnormality.  No  new 
cases  of  congenital  syphilis  were  seen  during  the  year,  nor  were  there 
any  cases  of  ophthalmic  neonatorum.

Orthopaedic. 

Treatment  for  orthopaedic  and  postural  defects  is  provided  at  the 
Authority's  Orthopaedic  Clinic,  Trinity  Place.  The  cases  normally 
dealt  with  are  children  who  have  attained  school  leaving  age  and  whose 
treatment  previously  started,  has  not  been  completed.  A total  of  204 
attendances  were  made. 

Note.  For  information  regarding  the  orthopaedic  treatment 
of  children  under  school  age,  please  refer  to  the 
part  of  the  report  on  the  services  available  for  the 
care  of  infants. 

General. 

Particulars  of  patients  discharged  from  the  local  hospitals  are 
forwarded  to  the  department,  if  the  hospital  authorities  consider 
that  the  department  can  be  of  assistance. 

Two  Health  Visitors  attend  ward  rounds.,  consultations  and  out- 
patients at  Morriston  Hospital,  in  order  to  provide  any  necessary 
information  regarding  the  environmental  and  social  conditions  of  the 
patient  about  to  be  discharged.  Further,  they  impart  the  advice  given 
about  treatment  etc.,  to  the  district  health  visitors,  in  order  that 
they  can  supervise  the  patients  on  discharge  in  conjunction  with  the 
family  doctor  and  see  that  the  patients  carry  out  the  advice  they  have 
been  given  at  hospital. 

This  aspect  of  our  work  is  still  not  developing  as  rapidly  as  one 
wwild  wish,  as  some  of  the  other  hospitals  in  the  area  have  not  yet 
decided  to  avail  themselves  of  the  service,  and  secondly  owing  to  the 
sh os^tage  of  health  visitors. 


Ae.oidents  in  the  Home. 

The  department  actively  associated  itself  with  the  Chief  Fire  Officer 
in  a joint  plan  of  campaign  organising  publicity  in  connection  with  aooidents 

tha-t  arc  caused  through  unguarded  fires. 
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Miscellaneous . 

During  the  year,  247  persons  were  medically  examined  prior  to 
entry  into  the  Authority's  Superannuation  Scheme.  Four  were 
examined  for  other  local  authorities.

Night  Sitters. 

Thirty  seven  patients  were  serviced  during  the  year  and  the  total 
number  of  visits  paid  were  633,  ranging  from  one  night  to  several  weeks. 
Of  the  37  patients,  ten  died,  19  were  admitted  to  hospital,  and  eight 
became  convalescent. 

This  service  has  proved  itself  both  valuable  and  necessary. 

The  majority  number  of  patients  serviced  were  old  people  who  were 
ill,  living  alone,  and  awaiting  admission  to  hospital,  many  of  whom 
died  before  admission. 

Many  of  the  night  attendants  have  had  nursing  experience,  take  a 
keen  interest  in  the  welfare  of  their  patients  and  give  the  patients  a 
sense  of  security  to  know  they  are  being  cared  for. 

The  work  fluctuates  a great  deal  - sometimes  extremely  busy,  other 
times  fairly  light. 

The  majority  of  cases  serviced  were  on  the  minimum  charge  of  2/6d, 
per  night. 

"Break-up" of  Families. 

Some  of  these  problem  families  have  shown  considerable  improvement 
and  have  been  re-housed  and  handed  back  to  the  district  health  visitor 
by  the  special  problem  family  health  visitor. 

The  work  of  the  problem  family  health  visitor  decreased  to  such  an 
extent  that  she  was  able  to  undertake  normal  district  duties  in 
addition  to  her  specialist  work.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  however, 
that  there  is  still  a hard  core  of  problem  families  who  show  little  or 
no  improvement  despite  the  constant  supervision  given  to  them  by  the 
specialist. 

Convalescent  Holiday. 

One  case  was  sent  for  a convalescent  holiday  to  the  Salvation  Army 
Hostel  at  Bath. 

The  case  was  a widow  who  was  well  known  to  the  department, 
particularly  our  Problem  Family  Health  Visitor.  The  convalescent  holiday 
followed  completion  of  medical  treatment  at  hospital  and  convalescent 
home. 

The  patient's  children  were  kept  in  Care  of  the  Authority  during 
the  whole  period.

The  Establishment  was  the  equivalent  of  56  full  time  home  helps, 
made  up  of  27  full  time  and  53  part  time  workers.  The  demand  for 
help  far  exceeded  the  help  available  and  the  strictest  priority  had 
therefore,  to  be  adhered  to,  for  example,  the  aged  and  chronic  sick 
were  frequently  left  unserviced  during  acute  emergencies  and  maternity 
cases  which  required  full  time  help.  Absenteeism  of  helps  is  a 
problem. 

It  has  been  found  time  and  time  again  that  part  time  home  helps, 
except  on  maternity  cases  and  a few  emergencies,  are  far  more 
valuable  than  full  time.  This  is  especially  so  for  old  people,  who 
require  help  in  the  mornings  for  lighting  their  fires,  and  can  share 
the  morning  with  another  patient,  and  for  these  people  afternoon 
sessions  would  be  more  or  less  useless;  the  majority  of  the  home  helps 
are  hard  working,  sincere  women,  who  have  the  welfare  of  their  patients 
at  heart  and  do  not  hesitate  to  tackle  any  work  to  make  things  easier 
for  them,  often  going  back  in  their  own  time  if  they  think  the  patients 
are  in  need. 

The  home  helps  have  formed  their  own  social  club  whioh  came  into 
being  in  September.  They  have  held  monthly  meetings  which  have  proved 
very  popular,  and  they  have  invited  speakers  to  give  them  lectures  on 
subjects  closely  connected  with  their  work.  It  is  regretted  that  so 
far  they  have  been  unable  to  find  a permanent  room  in  which  to  hold 
their  meetings. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

The  education  of  the  community  in  matters  of  physical,  emotional 
and  social  health  is  unquestionably  one  of  the  biggest  tasks  confronting 
all  Health  Departments. 

Education  material  published  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health 
Education  was  distributed  to  households  by  the  health  visitors  to 
supplement  the  advice  already  given.  Health  Education  is  one  of  the 
most  important  functions  of  the  health  visitor's  duty,  because  she 
comes  into  personal  contact  with  the  people  on  her  district. 

On  many  occasions,  the  professional  and  lay  staff  are  called  upon 
to  give  talks  to  young  wives  guilds,  women's  institutes,  parent/teacher 
associations  and  many  such  audiences  on  the  work  of  the  health  and 
welfare  departments.  Many  of  these  talks  are  given  in  the  evening  after 
normal  working  hours  and  I must  reoord  my  thanks  to  all  those  members  of 
the  Staff  who  have  given  so  freely  of  their  own  time,  to  further  the 
cause  of  health  education. 
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Both  Mothers'  Clubs  at  Uorton  Villa  Clinic  and  Treboeth  Clinic 
continued  throughout  the  year,  under  the  guidance  of  the  health 
visitors. 

Social  science  students  attending  the  University  College  of 
Swansea  were  given  an  opportunity  of  visiting  our  clinics  and  other 
premises  for  observation  purposes  and  to  gain  an  insight  into  the 
practical  work  of  the  department.  Some  of  the  students  were  attached 
to  members  of  the  staff,  and  accompanied  them  on  their  daily  work. 
This  applied  particularly  to  overseas  students,  who  were  also  given 
an  opportunity  of  working  with  the  administrative  sectional  heads  of 
the  department.

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LEM'iAL  HEALTH 


During  the  year  further  progress  was  made  in  providing  a community 
care  service  for  the  mentally  ill.  Although  much  work  has  "been  done  in 
the  past  in  this  field  of  work,  the  various  social  workers  tended  to 
work  itf  isolation  and  there  was  little  co-ordination  of  their  efforts. 

The  publication  of  the  koyal  Commission's  deport  has  given  a new  impetus 
to  the  care  of  the  mental^  ill  and  the  attitude  towards  such 
unfortunate  people  has  undergone  an  almost  dramatic  change. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  much  credit  for  this  change  is  due  to  the 
general  practitioners,  but  because  mental  illness,  by  its  nature,  is 
time  consuming,  it  was  felt  that  the  services  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority  would  be  most  valuable  in  saving  the  time  of  the  general 
practitioners  as  v/ell  as  giving  a more  efficient  service  to  the  community. 

Consequently,  a scheme  which  creates  better  co-ordination  between 
the  Mental  Hospital,  the  General  Practitioners  and  the  staff  of  the 
Local  Health  Authority,  was  put  into  practice  with  the  full  approval  of 

all  concerned. 

The  following  types  of  cases  are  being  visited. 

(1)  After-Care  - Cases  that  have  been  discharged  from  hospital. 

(2)  Pre-Care  - Mentally  disturbed  cases  which  do  not  or  do  not 

yet  require  treatment. 

(3)  Potentially  Disturbing  Influencesi  in  Families  - 

Families  whose  general  behaviour  or  conduct  of 
individual  members  deviate  from  normal. 

Cases  in  the  above  categories  are  being  referred  to  the  Mental 
Health  Section  of  the  Public  Health  Department  by 

(1)  General  Practitioners. 

(2)  Health  Visitors  and  Y/elfare  Officers. 

(3)  Other  Social  Y/orkers,  such  as  Probation  Officers,  Education 

Welfare  Officers,  etc.,  and  the  Police* 

(4)  Relatives  of  Patients. 

(3)  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Clinics,  etc. 

It  is  emphasised  that  at  no  time  will  anything  be  done  to  lessen 
either  the  General  Practitioner's  responsibility  for  his  patient  or  his 
discretion  to  decide  what  is  in  the  patient's  best  interest. 

As  Health  Visitors  are  in  the  unique  position  of  having  access  to 
homes  of  a large  section  of  the  community  and  are  specialists  in  the 
field  of  preventive  medicine,  it  is  considered  practicable  to  use  these 
valuable  social  workers  to  assist  the  Mental  Health  Section  in  the 
community  care  of  the  mentally  ill.  Shortage  of  Mental  Health  Social 
Y/orkers  has  made  this  step  necessary,  and  even  imperative,  if  a good 
community  care  service  is  to  be  successfully  organised  at  a time  when  the 
need  is  urgent. 

Cases  are  being  transferred  from  one  Social  Worker  to  another 
according  to  need,  but  at  no  time  is  more  than  one  Social  V/orker  visiting 
any  particular  case. 

It  soon  became  obvious  that  some  form  of  in-service  training  was 
required  to  help  the  Social  V/orkers  to  acquire  the  necessary  aptitude 
for  dealing  with  this  specialised  type  of  case  work  and  so  the  "Case 
Conference"  came  into  existence  to  meet  this  need.

Case  Conferences  are  now  hi-ld  weekly  at  Cefn  Coed  Hospital  and, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  are  attended  by  ' 
an  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  two  Mental  Health  Social  Workers  and 
eight  Health  Visitors,  All  these  Social  V/orkers  describe  the  various 
social  problems  they  have  encountered  in  connection  with  cases  they 
are  visiting  and  these  problems  are  discussed,  with  the  knowledge  and 
approval  of  the  General  Practitioners,  The  eight  Health  Visitors  form 
a " cushion"  between  the  district  Health  Visitors  and  the  Mental  Health 
Social  Workers,  As  the  training  scheme  continues  and  the  quality  of 
the  case  work  improves  these  "co-ordinating  Health  Visitors"  will  be 
replaced  by  others,  so  that  eventually  all  Health  Visitors  will  acquire 
the  special  aptitude  for  the  work. 

The  active  co-operation  plus  the  interest  stimulated  by  the  case 
conferences,  are  already  bringing  forth  fruits  in  the  preventive  field, 
as  well  as  in  the  service  of  the  mentally  ill. 

Certifications  have  dropped  dramatically  and  although  admissions  to 
hospital  have  remained  high,  the  majority  are  admitted  on  a voluntary 
basis • 

In  addition  to  the  scheme  mentioned  above,  a Psychiatric  Social 
Club  was  inaugurated  in  October  and  meetings  are  held  fortnightly  in 
the  evenings,  at  the  Industrial  Centre,  Quarry  Street, 

All  the  members  at  present  are  ex-patients  of  Cefn  Coed  Hospital 
and  require  much  help  and  guidance  towards  rehabilitation.  Membership 
is  gradually  increasing  and  various  activities  are  organised  by  a Committee 
of  members  under  the  supervision  of  Mental  Health  Social  Workers  and 
Dr,  Macmillan  of  Cefn  Coed  Hospital,  who  takes  a great  interest  in  the  Club. 

Although  this  work  is  in  its  infancy,  there  is  evidence  already  of 
its  value  in  promoting  mental  health,  which  is  the  right  of  all. 

What  has  been  achieved  in  1958  is  in  accordance  with  some  of  the 
recommendations  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  the  Law  Relating  to  Mental 
Illness  and  Mental  Deficiency,  The  Mental  Health  Bill,  which  has  had 
its  second  Reading,  will,  no  doubt,  create  the  need  for  further  community 
care  such  as  the  provision  of  a Mental  Health  Centre,  Hostels,  and 
increased  home  visiting,  when  "a  general  re-orientation  away  from 
institutional  care  in  its  present  form  and  towards  community  care"  is 
effected. 

The  Preface  to  the  Report  contains  a note  on  the  informal 
admission  of  patients  to  mental  deficiency  institutions.  Advantage  was 
taken  of  this  arrangement  in  each  case  of  admission,  and  there  was  a 
general  review  of  cases  previously  admitted  to  institution  under  order.

Part  III  Accommodation  and  Children's 
Department,  cutting  or  bundling  firewood  for 
Clinics  and  Homes  for  the  Aged,  etc.  - mending 
boxes  fox’  a nearby  firm  and  making  some  equip- 
ment for  the  Occupation  Centre  - rug  and  mat 
making,  Christmas  crackers  - basket  work  - brush 
making  - fi'et  work  - physical  training  - 
organised  games  etc. 


Provision  of  Meals. 


The  dinners  at  both  Centres  have  been  provided  by  the  School  Meals 
Service  since  the  9th  September,  1957.  The  males  and  females  attending 
the  Centres  who  are  over  16  years  of  age  are  provided  with  free  meals. 

The  parents  of  the  children  under  16  years  of  age  are  expected  to  pay  for 
the  meals,  but  allowances  are  made  in  necessitous  cases. 

Transport  Facilities. 

Most  of  the  adult  males  and  females  attending  the  respective 
Centres  have  been  trained  to  proceed  to  and  from  the  Centres  on  their  own 
initiative.  'Bus  tokens  and  travel  vouchers  are  issued  to  them  for  free 
travel  on  the  'buses.  Children  are  conveyed  to  and  from  the  Centre  by 
transport  provided  by  the  department.

Holidays, 

The  Centres  are  closed  for  similar  periods  as  the  Primary  Schools. 
Pocket  Mane.,  . 

The  males  and  females  over  16  years  of  age,  in  addition  to  their 
mid-day  meal  and  'bus  tokens  are  provided  with  weekly  pocket  money. 

The  sum  varies  from  2/6d.  to  7/6d.  as  a token  for  good  behaviour, 
regular  attendance,  and  the  efficiency  displayed  in  the  training  and  work. 

Educational  Courses . 


Miss  Evans,  Supervisor  of  the  Occupation  Centre,  attended  a 
refresher  course  for  the  teachers  of  the  mentally  handicapped  from  the 
24th  July,  1958  to  31st  July,  1958. 

Glamorgan  County  Council  Cases. 

In  addition  to  the  numbers  of  Swansea  patients  quoted  as  receiving 
training  in  the  Centres,  there  are  10  patients  from  the  Glamor gan  County 
Council  area,  the  cost  being  borne  by  that  Authority.

There  are  only  two  female  patients  waiting  admission  to  Mental 
Deficiency  Hospitals,  but  we  have  eight  low  grade  boys  needing  urgent 
admittance.  We  are  always  assured  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
that  every  effort  is  being  made  to  place  them  as  soon  as  possible,  but 
vacancies  are  very  few  and  far  between.  The  cases  under  Statutory 
Supervision  receive  the  benefits  of  care  and  after-care  if  necessary, 
and  those  who  are  suitable  are  advised  regarding  employment  through 
consultations  between  the  Supervising  Officer  and  the  D.R.O.  Cases  on 
Licence  are  also  helped  in  this  way  regarding  suitable  employment. 

There  is  co-operation  between  the  Mental  Health  Section  of  the 
department  and  the  National  Assistance  Board  and  Ministry  of  Labour. 

Steady  progress  is  being  maintained  with  regard  to  the  training, 
occupation  and  general  welfare  of  mental  defectives  living  in  the 
Community. 

Swansea  Mentally  Handicapped  Association. 

This  Association  formed  by  the  parents  of  children  suffering 
mental  handicap  is  now  well  established,  and  there  is  the  utmost 
co-operation  between  the  Association  and  the  Department,  which  is  most 
beneficial  to  the  children  themselves. 

During  the  year  the  Association  donated  £50,  to  be  shared  equally 
between  the  Industrial  and  Occupation  Centres,  to  enable  the  local 
health  authority  to  purchase  any  equipment  that  was  required,  or  to 
spend  it  in  any  way  thought  fit,  and  which  would  be  of  benefit  to  the 
patients . 

This  is  an  example  of  the  spirit  existing  between  the  voluntary 
and  statutory  bodies.  The  money  w as  spent  in  purchasing  games  materials.

The  development  and  expansion  of  local  health  authorities' s 
welfare  services  are  inevitable,  as  the  country’s  ageing  popul- 
ation will  bring,  in  its  wake,  problems  and  needs  which,  to  a 
large  extent,  can  only  be  met  by  the  services  administered  under 
Part  III  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

It  is,  therefore,  safe  to  assume  that  the  demand  on  welfare 
services, especially  on  residential  accommodation,  will  increase. 
With  high  costs  this  could  prove  to  be  economically  embarrassing 
and,  to  combat  such  a happening,  steps  have  been  taken  during  1958 
to  limit  the  demands  by  intensive  field  work  aiming  at  keeping 
elderly  peoixLe  happy  in  their  homes.  The  environmental  services 
of  this  authority,  supplemented  by  voluntary  organisations,  have 
been  marshalled  together  with  the  object  of  promoting  the  health 
and  happiness  of  the  to\m's  elderly  residents. 

However,  as  in  previous  years,  it  v/as  found  that  the  environ- 
mental services  were  not  sufficient  to  cope  with  all  the  problems 
and,  in  such  instances,  resort  had  to  be  ma.de  to  "community  care" 
in  the  form  of  Homes  for  the  Aged. 


Homes  for  the  Aged. 

The  residential  accommoda.tion  available  has,  on  the  whole,  been 
adequate  to  meet  the  demands  made,  but  a fluctuating  waiting  list  has 
developed  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that  this  list, 
together  with  the  anticipated  demand  from  an  ageing  population  and  the 
removal  of  the  residents  at  Mount  Pleasant  Hospital  (Part  III  Accommod- 
ation) will  be  met  by  the  new  Home  which  is  planned  for  Brenig  Road, 
Penlan,  plans  for  which  have  been  submitted  to  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health  for  approval.

Amenities  in  Homes  for  the  Aged. 

In  the  provision  of  residential  accommodation,  care  has  been 
taken  to  create  conditions  and  an  atmosphere  as  near  as  possible  to 
those  of  the  ordinary  home. 

The  residents  have  their  own  personal  things  around  them  and 
there  are  no  rules  or  regulations  whatsoever. 

Visitors  are  allowed  at  any  time  during  the  day  and  evening, 
and  residents  are  free  to  go  and  come  as  they  desire,  but  are 
required  to  advise  the  Warden  if  they  are  to  be  away  from  the  Home 
for  any  appreciable  length  of  time  and  their  destination. 

Bus  outings  were  provided  during  the  year  by  the  Corporation 
for  all  the  residents. 
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A full  time  Occupational  Therapist  is  employed  and  the  following 
articles  were  made:- 


The  women  residents  are  provided  with  wool,  and  undertake  the  ■ 
knitting  of  30cks,  which  are  available  for  the  use  of  male  residents 
who  prefer  hand  knitted  hosiery.  All  residents  are  encouraged  to 
take  part  in  light  domestic  duties  in  the  Homes. 

In  the  workshop  at  West  Cross  House  a f ew  of  the  residents  made 
a small  number  of  Christmas  toys  for  the  children  in  the  care  of  the 
authority  at  Ynys-y-Plant,  and  it  was  very  difficult  to  decide  who 
derived  the  greatest  pleasure,  the  donors  or  the  recipients. 

The  male  residents  at  this  Horae  continue  to  keep  poultry. 

At  West  Cross  House  a bov/ling  green  is  provided  and  is  proving 
very  popular.  While  all  the  residents  are  not  able  to  play  on  the 
green,  all  are  interested  in  watching  those  who  do,  and  every  oppor- 
tunity is  taken  in  fine  weather  by  the  residents  in  all  our  Homes  to 
sit  in  the  gardens.  During  the  winter  months  entertainments  were 
arranged  by  volunteer  artists  in  all  the  Homes,  which  were  appreciated 
and  enjoyed  by  everyone.  The  Department's  thanks  are  extended  to  those 
who  entertained  both  in  the  Homes  and  at  theatres,  church  halls,  etc. 
Books  are  supplied  by  the  Public  Libraries  and  daily  newspapers  are 
provided.  Wireless  and  television  sets  are  installed  in  all  the 
residences. 

Three  Chiropodists  are  engaged  on  a sessional  basis,  and  visit 
each  Home,  their  servioes  being  of  great  benefit  to  all  concerned. 

As  usual,  the  Mayor's  party  visited  the  Homes  at  Christmas  time, 
which  is  always  much  appreciated. 

Medical  Arrangements. 

Residents  in  the  Homes  for  the  Aged  are  encouraged  to  retain  their 
own  doctors.  If  this  is  not  practicable,  as  in  the  case  when  distances 
between  the  general  practitioner's  normal  district  and  the  Home  is  too 
far,  arrangements  are  made  for  them  to  be  transferred  to  the  list  of  a 
local  practitioner  of  their  own  choice. 

Regular  visits  to  the  Homes  are  made  by  the  Senior  Assistant 
Medical  Officer  who  advises  the  Wardens  on  any  matters  of  hygiene  and 
problems  of  a medical  nature. 

As  in  previous  years,  all  new  residents  received  a chest  x.ray 
before,  or  shortly  after,  admission.  All  examinations  proved 
negative. 

Payment  for  Accommodation. 

A prime  factor  in  giving  the  elderly  folk  that  vital  sense  of 
independence  is  that  all  contribute  for  their  board  and  lodging  on  a 
sliding  scale,  according  to  their  financial  circumstances,  and  every- 
one retains  by  right  a minimum  of  7/6d.  pocket  money,  which  is  spent 
on  personal  matters  or  it  is  put  into  savings  by  them. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Assistance  (Charges  of  Accommod- 
ation) Regulations  1955  (Circular  2/55  (Wales),  the  minimum  charge  for 
accommodation  provided  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Assistance  Act, 
1948,  is  £2.  0*  Od.  per  week  and  the  maximum  charge  £5.  0.  lid.  per 
week.

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The  Aged  Sick  and  the  Health  -’epartment. 

1958  has  shown  no  improvement  in  the  chronic  sick  problem  and 
our  domiciliary  services  were  again  in  heavy  demand.  In  all  cases 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  department,  arrangements  were  made  for 
the  sick  to  be  provided  with  every  service  possible,  including  the 
domiciliary  services  provided  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

Where  hospital  admission  was  indicated,  every  effort  was  made 
to  secure  hospital,  beds. 

During  the  year  40  cases,  where  admission  was  urgent,  were 
referred  to  the  Department  from  various  sources,  including  general 
practitioners,  district  nurses,  health  visitors,  welfare  officers, 
and  voluntary  organisations.  Of  these,  27  were  admitted  to  hospital. 
During  the  interim  period  between  notification  and  admission  to  hos- 
pital, domiciliary  services  (domestic  help  and  night  attendant  ser- 
vices) were  provided. 

Again  the  feature  of  each  case  was  the  team  work  and  close  collabor- 
ation of  all  concerned  - general  practitioners,  hospital  services,  and 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.

As  mentioned  in  my  previous  reports,  in  addition  to  the  assistance 
rendered  on  the  districts,  we  were  also  confronted  with  the  problem  of 
aged  sick  in  our  Homes  for  the  Aged.  During  1955  the  problem  became 
so  acute  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  establish  a. "Sick  Bay"  at 
St.  Margaret's  Home  for  the  Aged  where  elderly  residents  who  could  not 
be  conveniently  nursed  at  the  Home  at  which  they  were  resident,  were 
transferred  to  the  Sick  Bay,  under  the  supervision  of  a qualified 
nurse.  They  were  nursed  until  hospital  beds  became  available  or  until 
such  time  as  they  had  sufficiently  recovered  to  be  returned  to  their 
own  Home  for  the  Aged.  The  need  for  the  Sick  Bay  continued  until 
the  end  of  the  year  when  an  increase  in  the  staffs  of  the  Homes 
ensured  that  each  Home  had  available  a night  staff  so  sick  residents, 
regardless  of  where  resident,  could  receive  constant  attention,  if 
required.

In  the  Community 


General  Provision  for  the  Elderly. 

During  1953  approximately  5,651  visits  were  made  by  Welfare 
Officers  and  Health  Visitors  to  the  elderly.  The  problems  considered 
and  the  actions  taken  v/ere  most  varied.  The  elderly  folk  are  kept 
under  supervision  to  avoid  deterioration  in  their  living  conditions , 
to  assist  with  economic  problems  and  to  meet,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
general  policy  that  old  people  should  be  helped  to  remain  in  their  own 
homes  for  as  long  as  possible.  No  matter  how  well  a Horae  for  the 
Aged  is  managed,  or  how  contented  the  old  people  may  be  in  such  surround- 
ings, it  is  the  desire  of  most  old  people  and  of  the  Local  Authority 
that,  as  long  as  possible,  they  should  live  independent  lives  in  fam- 
iliar surroundings.  Many  of  those  on  the  visiting  list  have  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  department  by  District  Nurses,  Public 
Health  Inspectors,  Health  Visitors,  Municipal  Midwives,  Hospital  Almon- 
ers, General  Practitioners,  Ministers  of  Religion,  National  Assistance 
Board  Officers,  Voluntary  Organisations,  friends  and  relatives.  A 
number  of  these  cld  people,  through  the  encouragement  of  the  Welfare 
Officers,  are  now  attending  Old  Peoples'  Clubs,  have  the  service  or 
visits  from  voluntary  organisations  and  are  leading  much  fuller  and 
more  interesting  lives  than  when  they  first  came  to  the  attention  of 
the  departments  Usually  at  the  first  visit  old  folk  are  unwilling 
to  accept  facilities  offered  by  the  department,  but  most  complain  of 
loneliness  and  are  pleased  when  the  Welfare  Officer  suggests  he  might 
make  a further  friendly  call.  Through  further  visits,  the  confidence 
of  the  old  or  handiapped  person  is  usually  gained,  and  services  such 
as  "Media  on  Wheels",  Domestic  Help,  Chiropody  or  introduction  to 
Clubs  are  eventually  accepted  and  appreciated. 


Temporary  Accommodation  including  Cwmllwyd  Ho3tel. 

Under  Section  21  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  this  Authority 
has  the  duty  to  provide  temporary  accommodation  for  persons  who  are 
in  need  of  it,  through  circumstances  which  could  not  reasonably  have  been 
foreseen,  such  as  fire,  flood,  eviction. 

The  experience  of  the  last  ten  years,  however,  since  the  coming 
into  operation  on  the  5th  July,  1948,  of  the  National  Assistance  Act, 
has  shown  that  the  majority  of  families  provided  with  accommodation 
have  been  those  who  had  been  evicted  for  non-payment  of  rent.  These 
are  the  people  who  have  proved  to  be  the  "thorn  in  the  side"  to  the 
Authority. 

They  are  admitted  to  temporary  accommodation  provided  at  Mount 
Pleasant  Hospital,  which  is  a Joinc  User  Institution.  Apart  from, 
the  fact  that  the  buildings  used  are  unsuitable  and  situated  in  the 
precincts  of  a hospital,  it  has  been  found  that  the  facilities  afforded 
are  such  that  no  effort  is  made  b;y  the  people  to  find  alternative  accomm- 
odation. 

Bearing  in  mind  that  the  word  "temporary"  has  never  been  defined 
in  the  Act,  the  Council  decided  that  unlimited  stay  at  Mount  Pleasant 
Hospital  was  to  be  revised  and  the  following  policy  was  adopted: - 

(a)  the  maximum  period  during  v/hich  persons  may  remain 
in  temporary  accommodation  be  three  months; 

(b)  that,  if  on  the  expiration  of  that  period,  no 
accommodation  has  been  found,  the  children  be 
taken  into  care  and  the  mother  be  admitted  on 

a nightly  basis  for  a maximum  period  of  14  days. 

As  a result,  during  1958,  there  was  an  appreciable  depline  in 
the  demand  and  the  length  of  stay  of  people  in  temporary  accommodation.

In  the  early  hours  of  24th  September,  1958,  flooding  occurred  in 
the  Llansamlet  area  when  the  River  Tawe  over-flowed  its  banks.  18 
houses  were  affected  by  the  floods,  and  their  occupants,  including  a 
number  of  children,  were  in  need  of  temporary  accommodation.  The 
Duty  Welfare  Officer,  who  was  summoned  to  the  incident,  arranged  for 
a number  of  families  to  be  accommodated  with  relatives  or  friends. 

With  the  exception  of  one  family  consisting  of  a man,  v/ife  and  six 
children,  all  families  were  accommodated.  The  family  in  question 
was  conveyed  to  a flatlet  at  Cwmllwyd  Hostel  where  they  were  provided 
with  accommodation  and  food. 

Problem  Families. 

The  progress  shown  during  the  year  in  the  rehabilitation  of  these 
people  is  most  satisfactory,  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  three 
families  were  re-housed  by  the  Housing  Committee.  ' Such  progress  was 
indeed  an  incentive,  not  only  to  the  Supervising  Staff,  but  also  to 
the  other  families  undergoing  rehabilitation.

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The  24  hour  service  maintained  by  the  welfare  staff,  in  respect 
of  the  aged  of  the  town,  is  al3o  available  to  meet  applications  for 
temporary  accommodation  and  vagrancy. 

The  arrangements  made  with  the  National  Assistance  Board  continued 
to  operate  in  1958  and,  as  experienced  in  previous  years,  it  was  found 
that  railway  vouchers  issued  to  this  Authority,  enabled  V/elfare  Officers 
to  facilitate  the  transfer  of  vagrants  to  a reception  centre  immediately, 
without  being  forced  to  admit  to  Part  III  Accommodation,  as  an  interim 
measure.

Apart  from  the  foregoing  organisations  and  such  associations  as 
the  British  Legion,  the  aged  of  the  town  have  also  organised  themselves 
into  clubs  etc.  In  order  to  encourage  and  sustain  the  work  of  these 
clubs,  this  authority  continued  in  1958  to  make  financial  contributions, 
as  empowered  by  Section  31  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  Grants 
v/ere  made  to  51  associations  and  appreciation  of  this  financial  assist- 
ance has  been  expressed  by  all  concerned. 

I look  forward  to  1959  with  confidence  in  the  knowledge  that  the 
team-work  will  be  further  strengthened  and  the  present  services  consolid- 
ated and,  in  some  cases,  extended. 

Care  and  Protection  of  Property. 

Where  a person  is  either  admitted  to  hospital  as  a patient,  or  is 
provided  with  accommodation  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act  1948,  and  it  appears  to  the  Council  that  there  is  a danger  of  loss 
of,  or  damage  to,  any  moveable  property,  of  his/her  by  reason  of  inabil- 
ity to  deal  with  the  matter,  and  no  other  suitable  arrangements  are  being 
made,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  take  reasonable  steps  to  prevent 
or  mitigate  the  loss  or  damage. 

This  aspect  of  the  Health  Department 4 i actions  is  the  least  well 
known  but  none  the  less  important  and,  dur:.  : the  year,  28  cases 
were  dealt  with  and,  apart  from  securing  premises  and  taking  into  safe 
keeping  jewellery,  documents  etc.,  cash  and  securities  to  the  value  of 
£2,500  were  taken  into  safe  custody. 

Arrangements  with  Voluntary  Bodies  and  other  Local  Authorities. 

Section  32  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948  states  that,  if  an 
Authority  provides  accommodation  or  certain  services  for  a person  ordin- 
arily resident  in  the  area  of  another  Local  / ithority,  they  may  recover 
the  expenses  incurred  from  the  Authority  of  the  area  of  residence.

Experience  has  shown  that  great  care  has  to  be  taken  by  investig- 
ating officers  when  dealing  with  applications  for  residential  or  temporary 
accommodation,  as  previous  movements  and  dates  have  direct  bearing  when 
determining  ordinary  residence  which  ultimately  affects  the  financial 
burden  to  be  borne  by  this  authority.

In  accordance  with  Sec tic n 50,  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  it 
is  the  duty  of  this  authority  to  cause  to  be  buried  or  cremated  the  body

Registration  of  Aged  Persons  and/or  Disabled  Persons  Homes. 

A register  of  Homes  for  the  Aged  or  Disabled  Persons  is  maintained 
by  the  Department,  and  no  person  may  carry  on  such  a Home  without  being 
registered. 

My  Lay  Administrative  Officer  and  myself  are  authorised  to  inspect 
these  Homes  on  behalf  of  this  Authority. 

No  new  applications  for  registration  were  received  during  the  year 
and  the  following  Homes  remain  on  the  register:-  .

Care  of  the  Elderly  - Social  Survey. 

During  the  past  12  months  a Social  Survey  has  been  inaugurated  by 
the  Department  throughout  the  County  Borough. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  Welfare  Workers  and  Health  Visitors. 

The  objeot  of  the  survey  is  to  determine  the  needs  of  the  elderly, 
the  extent  of  their  difficulties  both  environmental  and  sooial,  and  the 
problems  which  cause  anxiety.  Already  much  valuable  information  has 
been  obtained  and  several  questionnaires  have  been  completed. 

Compulsory  Removal  of  Persons  to  Part  III  Accommodation. 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948  provides  that,  where  a 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  certified  that  a person  is  suffering  from  a grave 
chronic  disease,  or  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  is 
living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  is  unable  to  devote  to  himself,  and  is 
not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  Dare  and  attention,  the  Council 
may  apply  to  a Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  to  remove  the 
person  to  a suitable  hospital  or  other  place  and  be  maintained  there. 

It  is  only  in  those  cases  where  other  suitable  steps  cannot  be  taken, 
or  have  failed,  that  application  for  a Court  Order  is  made.  It  is  pleasing 
to  note  that,  during  1958,  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  Seotion 
47.

Welfare  Services  for  the  Dc.'f  and  Dumb 


The  Swansea  and  Distric  ; Deaf  and  Dumb  Mission  acts  a3  agent  in 
respect  of  these  services  ana  the  following  contribution  has  been 
received  from  Mr*  Walter  Robin;  n,  Superintendent  and  Secretary. 

'•The  number  of  known  deaf  in  the  borough  is  110,  of  whom  the 
majority  are  regular  attenders  at  both  the  Social  Club  and  Church 
at  the  Mission. 

The  Social  Club  is  open  each  day,  and  on  Tuesday,  Thursday  and 
Saturday  evenings.  During  the  winter  months  the  men  have  competed 
against  hearing  teams  in  the  local  V/elfare  Snooker  League,  also  in 
inter-town  competitions  against  other  deaf  clubs.  Football  in  the 
Winter  and  cricket  in  the  Summer  is  always  a welcome  break  for  the 
younger  ones.  Table  tennis,  darts,  draughts  and  chess  pass  away  many 
an  hour  and  all  enjoy  a game  of  whist,  while  the  older  ones  always 
delight  in  hours  of  conversation. 

It  is  thought  that  the  Deaf  of  Swansea  and  distil  ct  are  the  only 
deaf  cow:  unity  in  the  British  Isles  who  have  their  own  deaf  "Mayor 
and  Mayoress"  who  are  elected  annually  by  popular  ballot.  The  organis- 
ing of  their  own  sports  and  activities  is  in  the  hands  of  an  elected 
internal  committee  with  the  Superintendent  as  Chairman,  and  a-  number  of 
the  younger  men  are  busy  preparing  a tennis  court;  and  garden  at  the 
rear  of  the  Mission. 

Summer  visits  to  the  playing  field  at  Caswell  have  commenced,  and 
on  Bank  Holidays  and  every  other  Saturday  many  of  the  members  go  there 

for  the  whole  of  the  day. 

Many  groups  of  hearing  people  visit  the  Mission  and  compete  with 
the  deaf  in  organised  games  throughout  the  year." 

Welfare  Services  - Physically  Handicapped. 

The  scheme  for  physically  handicapped,  other  than  the  iillud.  Deaf 

and  Dumb,  is  gradually  expanding. 

During  1958,  203  visits  were  made  to  handicapped  persons  in  their 
homes  and  many  were  assisted  in  the  following  ways : - 

(a)  Finding  sites  for  garages  and  subsequent  adaptation  work. 

During  the  year  seven  patients  were  assisted  in  this 
direction  and  a total  of  approximately  £300  spent. 

(b)  Liaison  with  the  Appliance  Officer,  Welsh  Board  of  Health, 
to  help  handicapped  persons  to  obtain  special  equipment. 

(o)  Liaison  with  the  Disablement  Rehabilitation  Officer,  Ministry 
of  Labour  and  National  Service,  in  placing  handicapped 
persons  in  suitable  occupations. 

(d)  Provision  of  interior  adaptations  to  enable  patients  to  live 
as  normal  a life  as  possible  - e.g.  provision  of  extra  hand- 
rails on  staircases  etc. 

(e)  Arranging  ard.  accepting  financial  responsibility  for  recuper- 
ative holidays  for  handicapped  persons. 

(f)  Discussing  physical  difficulties  as  well  as  domestic,  if  any. 

A scheme  of  lending  literature  to  patients  to  enable  them  to 
derive  ideas  on  overcoming  any  special  handicap  is  also  operated. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  visit  of  the  Geoffrey  Peto  Travelling 
•Exhibition  on  aids  for  the  physically  handicapped.  A programme  was 
arranged,  sites  found,  staff  accommodation  and  publicity  handled  for  the 
week's  visit.  Profuse  thanks  were  received  from  the  demonstrators  and, 
as  far  as  visitors  were  concerned,  the  effort  mode  was  most  worthwhile. 
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Table  III  illustrates  the  age  distribution  of  the  newly  registered  blind  persons  and  the  causes  of  blindness  in  these 
cases.  Cataract  and  senile  macular  degeneration  caused  the  majority  of  blindness  and  this  again  is  in  accordance  with  a 
nation-wide  tendency. 
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An  analysis  of  the  education,  training  and  employment  of  the  blind 
population  is  given  in  Tables  IV,  and  V*

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Visit  in/;  and  Teaching  of  the  Bit:  id. 

The  health  visiting  staff  continue  to  visit  blind  persons  in  their 
homes  to  enable  the  Blind  Welfare  Officer  to  devote  her  time  to  teaching 
Braille,  Moon  and  handicrafts,  and.  to  visiting  those  persons  who  require 
special  care.  The  scheme  is  working  satisfactorily. 

Rehabilitation . 


A gentleman  from  Swansea  attended  a course  of  social  rehabilitation 
ai  Oldbury  Grange,  Bridgnorth.  The  greater  part  of  the  fees  for  the 
course  were  borne  by  this  authority.  Whilst  at  Gldbury  Grange,  Mr.  W. 
was  taught  typewriting,  woodwork,  leatherworlc,  cane  work  and  pottery. 

He  derived  considerable  benefit  from  the  course  and,  when  he  returned 
home,  he  was  provided  by  the  Blind  Institution  with  a bench  and  lathe. 
This  enabled  him  to  continue  his  interest  in  woodwork  when  he  returned 
home  • 


Arrangements  were  also  made  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour  for  one  blind 
man  to  attend  a course  of  industrial  rehabilitation  at  Torquay.  In  this 
case,  all  costs  were  borne  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service. 

Social  Activities. 


The  Social  Centre  for  the  Blind  at  Toronto  Place  continues  to  be  held 
fortnightly  and  nearly  40  blind  persons  now  attend.  The  afternoon  is 
devoted  to  either  handicrafts  or  various  types  of  entertainment.  During 
the  year,  a selection  of  musical  instruments  were  bought  and  the  members 
of  the  Centre  have  now  formed  a percussion  band.  At  Christmas  time  a 
party  was  held  for  members  of  the  Club  and,  in  July,  an  outing  to 
Ross-on-Wye  took  place.  This  was  in  addition  to  the  annual  outing  of  all 
unemployable  blind  persons,  which  was  given  by  the  Swansea  and  South  Wales 
Institution  for  the  Blind. 

Holiday  Grants . 

Financial  responsibility  was  accepted  by  this  authority  during  the 
year  for  seven  blind  persons,  each  accompanied  by  a relative,  to  spend 
a fortnight's  holiday  at  Southerndown  Home  of  Rest  for  the  Blind,  and 
for  four  blind  persons,  unaccompanied,  to  spend  a fortnight's  holiday  at 
the  Glynn  Vivian  Horae,  Caswell.  Grants  were  also  made’ to  enable  three 
blind  persons  to  visit  relatives  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  In  this 
way,  persons  who  otherwise  would  be  unable  to  afford  to  do  so,  were  able 
to  have  a much  needed  holiday. 

Wireless  for  the  Blind. 

I am  pleased  to  inform  you  that,  again  this  year,  every  blind  person 
who  needed  a wireless  set  received  one.  Battery  replacements  for  battery 
sets  and  wireless  repairs  are  also  provided  free  of  charge.  A certificate 
of  blindness  is  also  issued  to  blind  people  to  enable  them  to  receive 
their  wireless  licences  free  of  charge.  A great  many  blind  persons  also 
took  advantage  of  special  reduced  Rediffusion  rental,  which  is  arranged 
by  the  Swansea  and  South  Wales  Institution  for  the  Blind. 

Chiropody. 

Over  50  blind  persons  are  receiving  free  chiropody  treatment.  The 
majority  of  the  patients  receive  treatment  at  least  every  six  weeks,  and 
arrangements  are  made  with  the  Ambulance  Service  for  the  conveyance  to 
the  Chiropodist  of  these  persons  who  are  non-ambulant . The  Chiropody 
Service  is  one  which  is  greatly  appreciated  by  our  blind  people. 

Clothing  Chants. 

Over  70  clothing  grants  were  made  by  the  Swansea  and  South  Wales 
Institution  for  the  Blind,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Blind  Welfare 
Officer,  to  blind  persons  in  need. 
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Other  Services 


Certificates  of  Blindness  for  renewal  of  Wireless  Licences,  Rail 
Vouchers  for  business  purposes,  white  walking  sticks,  self-threading 
needles,  embossed  playing  cards,  and  other  appliances  specially 
manufactured  for  the  blind  are  also  issued  and  dealt  with  by  this 
department .

Medical  Examinations 

All  employees  of  the  Undertaking  whose  duties  bring  them  into 
an  area  near  a water  conduit,  have  a complete  medical  and  bacteriological 
exami  nation. 

G-eneral  Report  on  Work  of  the  Undertaking  for  1958 

The  year  1958  saw  a continuation  of  the  work  of  1957  in  re- 
organising the  distribution  system  following  the  commissioning  of  the 
Usk  Reservoir.  Much  of  this  work  had  been  completed  earlier  and  by 
the  end  of  the  year  the  Western  Area  scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the 
Primary  Distribution  Network  was  75;?  completed.  New  planning  was 
severely  restricted  by  shortage  of  technical  staff  and  only  schemes  of 
immediate  importance  were  in  hand. 

With  adequate  resources  available  to  meet  the  estimated  con- 
sumption for  the  year  no  difficulties  were  anticipated  in  general 
operation,  though  shortages  were  still  expected  at  isolated  points, 
particularly  on  the  East  Side  of  the  River  Tawe  and  at  Clydach. 

The  storage  reservoirs  at  Cray  and  Lliw  were  full  during  January, 
whilst  that  at  Usk  was  held  about  5 feet  below  overflow  level  pending 
alterations  to  the  overflow  channel. 

Rainfall 


Rainfall  at  Cray  and  Usk  was  approximately  equal  to  the  long 
period  average,  but  at  Lliw  exceeded  this  figure  by  a substantial  amount. 
Fortunately  the  major  deficiency  occurred  during  March  and  April,  but 
being  prec ceded  by  double  the  average  rainfall  in  February  and  followed 
by  a similar  excess  in  May  the  effect  on  the  levels  in  the  storage 
reservoir  was  small. 

The  precipitation  for  the  year  was  3.3*4?  above  overage  at  Cray, 
0.77?  below  average  at  Usk  and  27.82,1  above  average  at  Lliw.  This  was 
fortunate  as  the  Lliw  Reservoirs  are  those  most  likely  to  be  overdrawn 
in  the  present  circumstances. 

Consumption 

Consumption  of  water  for  all  purposes  continued  to  expand 
despite  the  closing  of  tinplate  and  steel  works  at  the  end  of  1957. 
Average  daily  consumption  reached  14, 257,000  gallons  against  the 
estimated  safe  yield  of  the  reservoirs  of  15,900,000  gallons  daily. 

This  expansion  of  consumption  was  entirely  due  to  increased 
demands  of  water  for  trade  purposes.  The:  following  Table  shows  the 
rapid  rate  of  growth  in  recent  years  compared  with  the  average  rate  since 
1928  of  2.95?  per  annum.

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It  is  anticipated  that  trade  coemption  will  double  during  the  next 
10  years  due  to  the  major  industrial  developments  in  hand  in  this  area. 

1958  was  the  first  year  in  the  history  of  the  Department  when  more 
water  was  supplied  for  trade  than  for  "domestic"  use. 

At  the  end  of  1957  it  was  known  that  leakage  from  Trunk  Mains  had 
assumed  serious  proportions  and  a special  detection  campaign  was  instituted; 
the  results  were  satisfactory  and  the  average  "domestic"  consumption  - which 
includes  all  water  lost  by  leakage  - was  only  5 >303, 000  gallons  per  day,  a- 
reduction  of  10.45/y  on  that  of  the  previous  year.  This  reduction  was  no 
doubt  materially  assisted  by  the  mild  spring  and  wet  Summer,  the  one 
causing  few  frost  bursts  and  the  other  eliminating  garden  watering. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  demands  on  the  various  sources  during 
the  year.  It  also  shows  how  small  is  the  reserve  available  at  the  existing 
reservoirs  to  meet  any  rapid  increase  in  consumption  in  the  next  few  years.

Treatment 

The  chemical  treatment  of  water  at  all  sources  continued  throughout  1958 
on  the  same  basis  as  1957.  At  Cray  and  Lliw  the  Chlorination  and 
Amraoniation  Plants,  first  installed  in  1938  continued  in  operation  and  with 
normal  attention  and  overhauls  x^roduced  satisfactory  waters  free  from 
bacteriological  pollution. 

At  both  places  the  plants  must  be  considered  to  be  nearing  the  end  of 
their  useful  life,  and  if  plans  for  new  treatment  works  are  not  to  be 
pursued  these  plants  will  have  to  be  replaced  in  the  next  few  years. 

Chlorine  dose  rates  at  Nantyrwydd  were  maintained  at  between  O.65  p.p.m. 
and  0.85  p.p.m.  according  to  the  demand  of  the  water.  Ammonia  dose  was 
maintained  at  one  quarter  of  the  chlorine  dose. 

At  Lliw  the  automatic  apparatus  was  set  to  dose  chlorine  at  0.75  p.p.m. 
but  in  fact  the  dose  averaged  0.60  p.p.m.  only.  The  cause  of  this  variation 
has  not  been  located  but  satisfactory  treatment  was  obtained  with  the 
lower  rate  of  dosing.  Here  again  the  ammonia  dose  was  maintained  at  one 
quarter  of  the  chlorine  dose. 

At  Bryngwyn  treatment  was  continued  with  sulphuric  acid  and  alumina  at 
approximately  12  p.p.m.  each  and  after  filtration  with  chlorine  and  lime 
at  doses  of  1.4  p.p.m,  and  17. 0 p.p.m.  respectively. 


>V 
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During  the  year  a booster  unit  to  supply  high  pressure  water  to 
the  chlorinators  at  all  times  t -.3  fitted  and  more  satisfactory  chlorine 
dosing  was  obtained  thereafter.  The  chlorine  demand  of  the  water 
varies  greatly  from  day  to  day  1 it  until  chlorine  dosing  is  governed 
by  a chlorine  residual  controller  it  is  not  possible  to  avoid  periods 
when  the  water  is  being  under  or  overdosed  with  resulting  complaints 
of  taste  from  more  sensitive  consumers. 

Testing 

A much  intensified  programme  of  sampling  water  for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  analysis  was  instituted  during  the  year.  These  samples 
are  arranged  to  test  the  water  received  from  Bryngwyn  weekly,  to  exmine 
water  from  each  of  the  terminal  reservoirs  at  least  monthly  and  to  test 
the  quality  of  raw  water  at  all  storage  reservoirs,  emergency  and  possible 
future  intakes  at  not  more  than  quarterly  periods. 

Prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  system  the  Department  was  entirely 
dependent  of  analysis  obtained  at  regular  intervals  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment for  all  checks  on  water  quality.  Now  over  150  samples  per  year 
are  analysed  for  the  Department  to  check  water  qualities  and  the 
operation  of  the  Treatment  Works.  The  sampling  of  water  by  the  Health 
Department  continues  and  provides  the  necessary  check  on  water  qualities 
in  the  Distribution  System. 

New  Works 

Due  to  the  lack  of  technical  staff  very  few  major  capital  works  were 
undertaken  during  the  year.  Pew  planned  schemes  remained  to  be  oompleted 
but  among  these  was  the  completion  of  work  on  the  Primary  Distribution 
System  - Western  Area  Scheme. 

During  the  year  a Contract  was  let  for  the  laying  of  over  two  miles 
of  15”  main  from  Olchfa  Bridge,  Gower  Road  to  Clyne  Reservoir.  Work 
had  also  progressed  further  on  the  complimentary  scheme,  laying  a 9" 
main  from  Clyne  Reservoir  to  Newton  Reservoir  by  direct  labour.  However, 
both  schemes  were  far  from  oompleted  at  the  year  end. 

Other  schemes  conceived,  p>l&nned  and  commenced  during  the  year  were:- 

Const ruction  of  new  Stores  buildings,  work  shops, 
improvements  to  mess  rooms,  etc.  at  Central  Stores. 

Construction  of  new  Keeper's  house  at  Upper  Lliw. 

Construction  of  sewage  disposal  works  for  houses 
on  Cray  gathering  grounds. 

Installation  of  permanent  acid  sjorage  tank  and 
dosing  equipment  at  Bryngwyn. 

The  normal  mainlaying  programme  was  -very  restricted  during  the  year, 
only  8,784  yards  of  main  ranging  from  3”  1o  9”  diameter  were  laid,  about 
60l  of  the  length  laid  in  the  previous  year.  Much  of  this  work  was 
in  connection  with  road  works  and  consisted  of  the  renewal  of  old  or 
defective  mains.  As  a result  the  net  length  of  extensions  was  small 
and  at  the  year  end  the  total  length  of  mains  in  use  was  386  miles 
1725  yards.

These  tests  were  regularly  carried  out  in  conjunction  with 
bacteriological  samples  and  in  all  cases  were  highly  satisfactory. 

Regular  tests  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Municipal  Baths 
regarding  the  amount  of  residual  chlorine  in  the  water.

The  arrangements  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and 
trade  refuse  during  the  year  under  review  are  similar  to  proceeding  years. 
All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

The  quantity  of  house  and  trade  refuse  collected  during  the 
year  was  67,3^4  tons. 

The  quantity  of  Street  Sweepings  during  the  year  was  610  tons.  ' 

The  controlled  tips  are  at  Clyne  Valley,  Mynydd  Newydd  and 
Graig  Brickworks. 


Pail  Closets 

There  are  still  1,321  houses  within  the  Borough  without  water 
flushed  closets;  these  have  pail  closets,  which  are  emptied  weekly.  The 
work  is  carried  out  at  night  time  by  a crew  of  three  men  with  one 
mechanical  vehicle,  which  has  attachments  especially  designed  for  this 
class  of  work.  The  contents  are  discharged  direct  into  the  sewers. 


Cesspools 


In  addition  to  the  houses  with  pail  closets  there  are  a number 
drained  to  cesspools.  During  the  year  170  houses  were  dealt  with,  the 
frequency  of  emptying  varying  from  one  to  fifty  times,  representing  1,540 
single  operations.  Contents  are  discharged  from  the  machine  direct  into 
the  sewers. 

During  the  year  24  houses  drained  to  cesspools  were  provided  with 
sewerage  facilities. 


Street  Gullies 

A ccumu lotions  of  grit  and  debris  wore  removed  from  street  gullies 
at  intervals  of  between  six  and  seven  weeks.  After  emptying  end  cleaning, 
the  gullies  are  resealed  with  clean  water,  the  operation  being  carried  out 
by  mechanical  vehicles  designed  for  this  service. 

The  number  of  gulley  cleansing  operations  carried  out  during  the 
year  was  49,799*

The  Convenience  at  King  G-eorge  Playing  Pield  was  opened  to  the 
public  during  the  year  under  review. 

The  new  convenience  at  Caer  Street  was  commenced  and  the  shell 
of  the  building  completed. 

The  existing,  underground  conveniences  at  Alexandra  P.oad  were 
renovated  and  substantially  improved,  while  an  addition  was  erected 
adjoining  the  ladies  convenience  at  Southend  to  provide  wash  and  brush 
up  facilities  and  a room  for  an  attendant  who  will  look  after  the 
premises  during  the  summer  months  only. 

The  acquisition  of  the  land  for  the  Rotherslade  convenience,  which 
has  held  up  the  building  of  this  convenience,  has  progressed  in  that 
two  interests  have  been  acquired.  Detailed  drawings  and  contract 
documents  for  the  building  work  were  prepared  early  during  the  year  in 
question,  but  no  tenders  could  be  invited  until  the  land  acquisition  is 
resolved. 

Tenders  for  the  pumping  equipment  are  already  to  hand,  but  again 
no  action  can  be  taken. 

Small  improvements  and  painting  works  have  continued  during  the 
year.  Again  special  attention  was  given  to  the  temporary  convenience 
at  Bracelet  Bay,  which  is  drained  to  a tank  which  is  at  weekend- and 
holiday  time  enptied  daily. 


Refuse  Tips 

Ministerial  approval  agreed  for  the  erection  of  Mess  Sheds  which 
incorporate  dining  rooms,  drying  rooms  for  wet  clothing  at  various  sites 
including  Clyne  Valley  tip  came  to  hand  during  the  year  and  detailed  draw- 
ings and  contract  documents  have  been  prepared  with  view  to  inviting 
tenders  early  in  1959.  These  Mess  Sheds  will  greatly  improve  the  working 
conditions  for  the  men  employed  here. 

Further  culver ting  has  been  carried  out  as  the  extent  of  the  tipping 
increases  at  Clyne  and  Morriston  Brickworks. 


Industrial  Development 
Trading  .itetate 

The  position  at  the  Trading  Estate  at  T’forestfach  was  continuing  to 
proceed  satisfactorily  during  the  year  under  review. 

Two  factories  have  carried  out  extensions,  while  two  new  factory 
buildings  were  commenced  during. 1958#  Negotiations  were  completed  for 
two  new  factories  building  work  on  which  will  commence  during  1959. 

Negotiations  are  also  proceeding  for  sites  for  three  further  factories 
but  these  negotiations  have  not  yet  been  concluded. 

Two  factories  have  also  been  purchased  by  the  tenants  from  the  Trading 
Estate  Company  who  originally  erected  the  factories  for  letting. 

Consideration  has  been  given  by  the  Management  Committee  to  the  com- 
pletion of  a length  of  Corporation  Road  and  this  will  permit  of  two  further 
sites  being  available  for  letting.

The  scheme  for  controlling  industrial  tipping  in  the  Landore  - 
Llansarnlct  area  is  now  talcing  effect  and  the  controlled  tipping  talcing 
place  can  be  seen  from  the  Jersey  Road  area.  The  pre  and  post  planning 
can  he  compared  from  this  view  point  and  what  can  be  seen  already  more 
tlian  justifies  the  Council's  policy. 

The  largest  works  extension  taking  place  during  1938  is  at  the 
National.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  LEGISLATION 

Legislation  relating  to  the  composition  and  labelling  of  food  and  drugs, 
the  whole  someness  of  food  and  food  hygiene  is  contained  in  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955  and  in  Regulations,  Statutory  Instruments  and  Statutory  Rules  and 
Orders  made  under  or  kept  in  force  by  this  Act. 

Since  the  repealed  Food  and  Drugs  Act  of  1938  was  drafted  great  changes 
have  taken  place  in  the  food  industry.  Many  new  synthetic  chemicals  have 
oeen  used  or  recommended  for  use  in  the  preparation  and  processing  of  food,  and 
the  1955  Act  contains,  inter  alia,  ner;  provisions  against  the  sale  of  food 
containing  injurious  or  other  undesirable  ingredients,  particularly  those  with 
cumulative  effects,  and  against  harmful  technological  processes. 

The  main  legislation  having  thus  been  brought  up  to  date,  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  is  now  reviewing  some  of  the  older  Regulations 
and  statutory  Instillments  and  'Orders  with  the  object  of  ensuring  that  they  take 
account  of  modern  views,  practice  and  conditions.  Foremost  among  those  receiving 
consideration  arc  the  Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.  in  Food)  Regulations, 

1925,  as  amended,  and  the  legislation  introduced  during  the  year  1958  was 
concerned  mainly  with  the  further  amendment  and  clarification  of  the  provisions 
of  these  Regulations. 

Colouring  Matter  in  Food.  - In  my  Report  for  the  year  1957,  attention 
was  drawn  to  an  important  change  in  the  method  of  regulating  the  use  of 
colouring  matters  in  food.  The  Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.  in  Food) 
Regulations,  1925  allowed  the  use  of  any  colour  whatever  except  five  specified 
coal-tar  dyes,  one  vegetable  colouring  matter  and  compounds  of  eight  specified 
Petals  which  were  recognised  at  that  time  as  being  harmful.  Since  1925, 
however,  evidence  has  accumulated  indicating  that  other  artificial  colours 
resides  the  five  that  were  prohibited  must  be  regarded  with  suspicion,  and 
iollovdng  reports  of  the  Preservatives  Sub-Committee  of  the  Food  Standards 
Committee  on  this  subject,  the  provisions  of  these  Regulations  v/ere  revoked 
:r‘  June  1957  and  replaced  by  The  Colouring  Matter  in  Food  Regulations,  1957» 
dicse  Regulations  permit  the  use  of  30  specified  coal-tar  colours,  together 
with  caramel,  cochineal,  natural  fruit  and  vegetable  colours,  ") 3 other 
specified  colours  of  vegetable  origin  and  five  colours  from  mineral  sources. 

All  other  colours  are  prohibited.  Instead  of  haying  a short  list  of  prohibited 
colours,  therefore,  we  now  have  a select  list  of  permitted,  colours  which  the 
available  evidence  indicates  ore  not  harmful  to  health.  These  Regulations 
are  b^jng  introduced  by  stages;  further  stages  came  into  operation  during  1958 
^ they  will  apply  to  all  retail  sales  and  be  fully  effective  from  30th,  June , 

1959. 
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In  Food.  - During  the  ye  or  under  review  The  Antioxidant 
in  Food  Regulations,  I95q,  were  made.  Antioxidants  ere  substances  which 
retard  the  development  of  rancidity  in  fats  find  oils  ca.used  by  exposure  to  the 
air  (oxidative  rancidity),  and  they  can  greatly  prolong  the  storage  life  of 
edible  fats  and  oils  when  they  are  present  in  very  small  amounts. 


These  substances  we re  the  subject  of  reports  by  the  Preservatives 
Sub-Committee  of  the  Pood  Standards  Committee  published  by  the  Ministry  of 
Pood  in  1953  and  1954.  They  serve  only  to  prolong  the  storage  period  of  a 
well-prepared  fat  and  do  not  bear  the  general  objection  to  the  use  of 
germicidal  preservatives  in  food,  namely  that  they  mask  decomposition. 

Further,  their  addition  above  an  optimum  amount  to  foods  does  not  increase 
their  effectiveness,  though  excessive  amounts  are  likely  to  have  a detrimental 
effect  on  flavour  and  colour.  After  consideration  of  their  biological., 
physiological  and  functional  properties,  the  Committee  concluded  that  the  use 
of  antioxidants  under  strict  control  was  justified  on  the  grounds  of  avoidance 
of  wastage  raid  to  ensure  that  fat- containing  foods  reach  the  consumer  in  an 
acceptable  condition.  It  was  pointed  out,  however,  that  doubt  existed  as  to 
whether  the  use  of  antioxidants  in  foods  would  infringe  the  general  prohibition 


of  the  use  of  preservatives  in  food  effected  by  the  Public  Health  (Preservatives, 
etc.  in  Food)  Regulations  which  define  "preservative"  as  "any  substance  which 
is  capable  of  inhibiting,  retarding  or  arresting  the  process  of  fermentation, 
acidification,  or  other  decomposition  of  food  or  of  masking  any  of  the  evidences 
of  putref action" . 


The  new  Regulations,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  6th.  September, 

195S,  permit  the  presence  of  five  specified  antioxidants,  viz,  propyl,  octyl 
and  dodecyl  gallates,  butylated  hydroxyanisole  (b.H.A.)  and  butylated 
hydroxytoluene  (B.H.T.),  which  may  be  used  either  singly  or  in  combination 
within  specified  limits  in  the  following  classes  of  f oodstuff s:-  (i)  anhydrous 
edible  oils  and  fats  (whether  hardened  or  not)  and  vitamin  oils  and  concentrates; 
(ii)  butter  for  manufacturing  jiurposes,  and  (iii)  essential  oils.  The  legal 
doubt  arising  from  the  wide  definition  of  the  term  ’preservative'  in  the  Public 
Health  (preservatives,  etc.  in  Food)  Regulations  was  clarified  by  providing 
that  these  Preservatives  in  Food  Regulations  shall  not  apply  to  any  antioxidant 
or  to  any  food  containing  antioxidant. 


Treatment  of  Fruit  with  Anti-mould  Agents.  - During  the  war,  under 
Regulation  60  CAA  of  the  Defence  (General)  Regulations,  1939,  citrus  fruits  were 
allowed  to  contain  the  anti-mould  agent  'diphenyl'  provided  the  fruit  had  been 
wrapped  outside  the  United  Kingdom  in  wrappers  impregnated  with  this  substance 
to  the  extent  of  not  more  than  40  milligrams  per  100  square  inches.  This 
Regulation  lapsed  in  December,  1953,  when  it  was  re-enacted  as  an  amendment  to 
the  Preservatives  in  Food  Regulations  without  the  proviso  relating  to  the 
proportion  of  diphenyl  on  the  wrapper.  Since  then  other  methods  for  the 
preservation  of  citrus  fruits  with  diphenyl  have  ccrne  into  use,  e.g.  the  impreg- 
nation of  the  container  with  diphenyl  or  the  inclusion  of  impregnated  pads  or 
spacers  in  the  containers.  Other  methods  of  arresting  mould  infection,  and 
hence  rotting  of  fruit,  have  also  been  developed  which  involve  the  use  of  ortho- 
phenyl-phenol, a substance  closely  related  in  chemical  structure  to  diphenyl. 


These  changes  in  the  technique  of  preserving  citrus  fruits  have  been 
considered  by  the  Preservatives  Sub -Committee  of  the  Food  Standards  Committee 
and  the  Committee  is  satisfied,  on  the  basis  of  an  examination  of  the  available 
pharmacological  evidence,  that  no  health  hazard  is  to  be  expected  from  the 
preservation  of  citrus  fruit  in  these  ways.  The  Committee  considered  that  the 
replacement  of  the  existing  provision  by  a limit  on  the  content  of  preservative 
in  the  fruit  itself  would  provide  a greater  measure  of  protection  for  the 
consumer  and  facilitate  enforcement,  and  it  recommended  the  adoption  of  statutory 
limits  which  v/ould  permit  the  presence  in  or  on  citrus  fruit  of  not  more  than 
100  parts  per  million  of  diphenyl  or  not  more  than  70  jaarts  per  million  of 
or  th o-phenyl -phenol . 

In  August,  1956,  the  Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.  in  Food  ) 
Regulations  -were  amended  to  give  effect  to  these  recommendations  and  to  alloy/ 
citrus  fruits  to  contain  mixtures  of  these  preservatives  within  spepified  limits, 
while  in  December,  1956,  these  Regulations  were  further  amended  to  permit  the 
presence  of  ortho-phenyl-phenol  in  certain  non-citrus  fruits  within  prescribed 
limits. 
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Co  ner  in  Foods.  - In  1956,  the  ;..inistry  of  Agriculture,  Fish<  • . \it 
Food  published  a revised  report  of  the  food  Standards  Committee  on  11 
Foods".  From  the  public  health  standpoint,  the  presence  in  food  ... 
copper  is  a less  serious  problem  than  in  the  case  of  lead  or  arsenic 
copper  is  essential  in  small  quantities  to  both  plant  and  animal  life.

Food  Standards  Committee  therefore  considered  that,  whilst  it  was  necessary  to 
prescribe  a statutory  limit  for  foods  which  are  particularly  liable  to  copper 
contamination  (as  has  been  done  for  edible  gelatine  and  tomato  ketchup),  it  is 
unnecessary,  in  the  absence  of  any  new  development,  to  give  statutory  effect 
to  the  limits  they  recommend  for  other  foods  which  they  consider  are  . 
consistent  with  good  commercial  practice.  In  Circular  Fill  13/58  dealing  with 
this  subject  and  sent  to  Food  and  Drugs  Authorities  by  the  ministry  of  Agriculture, 


Fisheries  and  Food  in  August,  1958,  it  is  stated  that  both  the  1.. ini  star  of  Health 
and  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  accept  this  view  and  they 
also  believe  that  consumers  will  be  adequately  protected  by  good  con:  ercial 
practice.  The  limits  for  copper  in  various  foods  finally  recommended  by  the 
Food  : tsndards  Committee  are  set  out  as  an  appendix  to  this  circular  which  may 
be  regarded  as  a 'code  of  practice'  for  food  producers,  manufacturers  and 


processors. 


Drugs  and  Pharmaceutical  1 reparations.  - On  the  1st.  September,  1958, 
the  British  rharmacopoe ia,  1958,  became  official.  This  ninth  edition  contains 
many  new  monographs  on  drugs  and  pharmaceutical  preparations,  and  it  contains 
more  than  one  thousand  pages.  The  procedures  described  in  the  assay  of 
chemical  substances  have  been  reviewed  in  the  light  of  developments  in  analytical 
chemistry,  and  the  use  of  spectrophotomctric  methods  has  been  considerably 
extended.  For  the  first  time  monographs  on  radioactive  substances  are  included 
raid  methods  of  assay  find  for  the  determination  of  radiochemical  purity  are 
prescribed.

The  total  number  of  samples  of  milk  submitted  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs 
ct  during  the  year  was  327.  Of  these  325  were  taken  in  the  usual  way  by 
he  Sampling  Officers  from  roundsmen,,  at.  wholesale  dairies  and  at  public 
nstitutions,  while  two  were  ''appeal-to-cow'*  samples.  Preservatives  and/or 
dded  colouring  were  not  found:  iin>  any  of  the  samples.  The  adulterated  and 
'therwise  unsatisfactory  samples  are  classified  in  the  table  below.

It  is  most  pleasing  to  report  that  for  the  first  time  since  I was 
ppointed  your  Analyst  in  1942,  not  one  of  the  samples  of  milk  gave  any 
vidence  of  the  presence  of  added  water. 

Ordinary  Milk.  - Most  of  the  samples  that  contained  less  than  the 
egal  presumptive  minimum  of  3.0  per  cent,  of  fat  were  taken  from  samples 
f raw  milk  delivered  to  dairies  and  they  were  described  on  the  labels 
■ttached  to  the  churns  as  mornihg  milk.  In  many  instances  they  were 
iccompanied  by  samples  of  afternoon  milk  from  the  same  cows  and  invariably 
■hese  were  rich  in  fat  so  that  the  fat  content  of  the  whole  consignment 
iveraged  more  than  3 per  cent. 

In  one  case  where  the  milk  was  of  very  poor  quality  containing  only 
0.5O/o  of  total  solids  and  being  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  29%, 
ippeal-to-cow  samples  were  procured  for  comparison  and  these  showed  that 
he  cows  were  giving  milk  low  in  fat  and  non-fatty  solids  at  both  the  evening 
ind  the  morning  milkings.  I am  informed  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
Mr.  D.P.  Jones)  that  the  results  of  analysis  of  the  samples  from  this  herd 
?ere  reported  to  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  so  that  they ' could  make  further 
investigations. 
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Channel  Islands  Milk,  - Milk  for  human  consumption  sold  under  the 
special  designations  'Jersey  Mil1',  'Guernsey  Milk'  and  'Channel  Islands  Milk' 
must  be  produced  from  cows  of  the  Channel  Islands  Breeds  and  must  contain  not 
less  than  4.0  per  cent,  of  fat.  An  extra  charge  may  be  made  for  such  milk 
and  in  addition  to  being  rich  in  fat,  almost  invariably  it  contains  a high 
proportion  of  non-fatty  solids,  these  averaging  9 per  cent,  or  more. 

A sample  bought  froru  a retailer  as  'Channel  Islands  Milk'  and  labelled 
as  such  contained  only  3.35%  of  fat  and  8.33 % of  non-fatty  solids.  This 
sample  was  therefore  deficient  of  1 6%  of  the  prescribed  minimum  fat  content 
and  it  was  unusually  low  in  non-fatty  solids  for  Channel  Islands  milk,  but 
its  freezing  point  indicated  that  it  contained  no  added  water.  Having  regard 
to  both  the  composi cion  and  the  colour  of  this  sample,  I expressed  the  opinion 
that  it  was  not  milk  produced  by  cows  of  the  Channel  Islands  breeds,  and  a 
further  sample  from  this  retailer  was  submitted  a fortnight  later.  This 
contained  3-58%  of  fat  and  8.47%  of  non-fatty  solids,  and  again  both  the 
appearance  and  composition  of  the  milk  strongly  suggested  that  this  was 
ordinary  milk  and  not  milk  from  a Channel  Islands  breed.  On  the  next 
day  two  samples  were  taken  of  Channel  Islands  milk  which  was  in  course  of 
deliver  from  the  producer  to  this  retailer.  These  proved  to  be  of 
excellent  quality  containing  4.86%  and  4.66%  of  fat  and  9.15%  and  8.98%  of 
non-fatty  solids  respectively;  and  they  had  the  normal  rich  yellow  colour 
and  deep  cream  line  of  genuine  Channel  Islands  milk. 

It  appeared  from  these  investigations  that  the  retailer  was 
supplementing  his  supply  of  Channel  Islands  milk  by  selling  ordinary  milk 
under  this  designation  and  charging  the  higher  price  permitted  for  milk 
so  described.  He  was  summoned  for  selling  as  Channel  Islands  Milk  a 
product  which  was  not  of  the  standard  of  composition  required  by  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  (Channel  Islands  and  South  Devon  Milk)  Regulations,  1956,  and 
he  was  fined  £30  and  ,£6.  6s.  Od.  costs. 

Average  Composition  of  Milk  Samples.  - The  average  composition  of  all 
the  milk  samples  submitted  during  the  year  is  given  in  the  table  below.  The 
average  composition  of  the  Channel  Islands  Milk  and  of  the  "ordinary"  milk 
samples  (i.e.  all  samples  other  than  Channel  Islands  Milk)  is  also  shown. 

In  calculating  the  averages  the  two  samples  mentioned  above  that  were  sold 
as  Channel  Islands  milk  but  which  undoubtedly  were  'ordinary'  milk,  have 
been  included  under  the  latter  heading  and  excluded  from  the  list  of  Channel 
Islands  Milks.

While  the  slight  improvement  in  the  average  composition  of  the 
ordinary  miUt  samples  noted  in  1957  was  maintained  in  1958,  there  are  still 
far .too  many  supplies  that  are  naturally  poor  in  non-fatty  solids,  for  6l 
( = 19. 37°)  of  the  315  samples  of  milk  other  than  Channel  Islands  Milk  and 
appeal-to-cow  samples  contained  less  than  the  legal  presumptive  minimum 
of  8.5  per  cent,  of  non-fatty  solids  but  had  normal  freezing  points,  thus 
indicating  they  had  not  been  adulterated  by  the  addition  of  water  but  that 
they  were  naturally  sub-standard  as  regards  non-fatty  solids.  During  the 
last  nine  years  the  proportion  of  such  samples  has  been  as  follows

It  is  more  than  50  years  since  the  present  presumptive  legal  standards 
for  milk  were  enacted  and  in  June,  1958,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  the  Minister  of  Health,  the  Home  Secretary  and  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland,  appointed  a Committee  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Professor  J.W.  Cook,  D.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  F.R.S.  with  the  following  terms  of 
reference 


"To  consider  the  composition  of  milk  sold  off  farms  in  the 
United  Kingdom  from  the  standpoint  both  of  human  nutrition  and 
animal  husbandry,  and  to  recommend  any  legislative  or  other 
changes  that  may  be  desirable." 


The  Committee  held  its  first  meeting  on  the  27th.  June,  1958,  and 
it  hopes  to  have  its  report  ready  by  the  end  of  the  present  year. 
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Articles  other  than  Milk 


Two  hundred  and  ten  samples  other  than  milk  were  submitted  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  during  the  year.  They  covered  a wide  range  of 
articles  and  particulars  of  the  33  samples  ( = 15.7  per  cent.)  that  were 
reported  upon  adversely  are  tabulated  below.

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Brief  comments  on  some  of  tiese  articles  are  given  "below. 


Apples.  - Early  in  the  year  the  attention  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  was  drawn  to  the  fact  that  samples  of  apples  recently  imported  into 
this  country  from  the  Lebanon  contained  excessive  amounts  of  arsenic  and  lead 
due  to  them  bearing  insectidal  spray  residues.  Some  of  this  fruit  readied 
Swansea,  and  eight  samples  of  Lebanese  apples  were  procured  and  submitted  for 
examination.  The  results  of  analysis  of  these  samples  were  as  follows: -

The  presence  of  both  arsenic  and  lead  was  due  to  the  use  of  a lead 
arsenate  spray  to  combat  attacks  by  the  codlin  moth  and  other  pests.  Since 
apples  are  not  specifically  mentioned  in  the  reports  of  the  Pood  Standards 
Committee  on  Lead  and  Arsenic  in  foods,  the  "general  limits"  recommended  by  this 
Committee,  viz.  Arsenic  1 part  per  million  and  Lead  2 parts  per  million,  apply 
and  the  six  samples  3 to  8 inclusive  were  regarded  as  being  potentially 
dangerous  to  health. 

In  the  1920's  when  Jonathan  and  other  American  apples  were  found  to 
bear  heavy  lead  arsenate  spray  residues,  washing  in  cold  dilute  hydrochloric 
acid  followed  by  rinsing  with  water  (hosing)  and  wiping  with  a dry  cloth  was 
found  to  reduce  the  contamination  to  what  were  regarded  as  satisfactory  small 
proportions,  but  Mr.  D.P.  Jones,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  felt  that 
the  wholesalers  concerned  had  not  adequate  facilities  for  such  work  and  the 
stocks  reported  against  were  returned  to  the  London  suppliers. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Board  of  Trade  made  representations  to 
the  Lebanese  authorities  to  whom  the  discovery  of  toxic  residues  on  their 
produce  came  as  a complete  surprise,  and  measures  were  immediately  taken  to 
avoid  further  trouble  of  this  kind. 

Five  samples  of  Italian  grown  apples  and  two  of  apples  grown  in  the 
British  Commonwealth  were  virtually  free  from  both  arsenic  and  lead.

Butter.  - An  informal  sample  of  butter  contained '22.3  per  cent,  of 
water  whereas  the  maximum  amount  permitted  is  16  per  cent.  Some  ten  days 
later  a formal  sample  was  obtained  from  the  same  source  and  this  contained 
22.7  per  cent,  of  water  - an  excess  of  6.7  per  cent.  The  vendors,  who  were 
also  the  blenders  of  the  butter,  were  summoned,  and  at  the  hearing  of  the  case 
it  was  said  that  they  had  no  knowledge  of  any  standard  for  moisture  in  butter. 
It  was  necessary  to  add  some  water  when  salt  was  being  incorporated  and  they 
were  carrying  out  this  process  in  exactly  the  same  way  as  the  previous  owners 
of  the  business.  A fine  of  £10  was  imposed  with  £1.  11s.  6d.  costs. 

Exception  was  taken  to  the  labels  supplied  with  four  other  samples  of 
butter.  These  matters  are  under  consideration  by  the  Town  Clerk  at  the  time 
of  writing  and  comment  cannot  be  made  in  the  present  report. 


Canned  Meat  Products.  - Seven  samples  of  canned  meat  products  were 
reported  as  being  low  in  meat  content.  Although  there  are  no  legal  standards 
for  these  products,  minimum  meat  contents  were  laid  down  for  a variety  of  such 
canned  goods  in  the  Meat  Products  (No. 2)  Order,  1952  which  was  a price  control 
order  and  was  revoked  shortly  after  it  became  operative.  The  requirements 
represented  reasonable  commercial  practice  at  that  time  and  there  seems  no 
reason  why  these  minimum  limits  should  not  apply  today  when  there  is  no 
shortage  cf  meat.  The  results  of  analysis  and  the  1952  requirements  are  tabulat* 
below.

All  the  above  were  imported  products.  In  the  absence  of  legal 
standards  it  is  difficult  for  Local  Authorities  to  take  effective  action  to 
check  this  deterioration  in  quality  and  it  is  a matter  to  which  the  Pood 
Standards  Committee  might  well  give  immediate  attention. 

Another  canned  meat  product  that  was  reported  upon  adversely  was 
'Chopped  Ham'  that  contained  only  8j>%  of  meat.  An  article  so  described 
might  reasonably  be  expected  to  contain  at  least  $5%  of  ham. 

Among  the  products  that  were  reported  as  satisfactory  was  Canned 
Stewed  Steak  (from  Eire)  with  almost  10C$  meat  content  and  a Canned  Stewed 
Steak  with  Gravy  that  was  labelled  "minimum  meat  content  65%" . The  sample 
actually  contained  6 of  meat. 

Sausages.  - Theposition  with  regard  to  sausages  is  also  unsat  isf  act  ary 
from  the  administrative  point  of  view.  Their  composition  was  controlled 
under  Defence  Regulations  throughout  the  war  until  March,  1953,  and  at  the 
time  of  decontrol,  pork  sausages  were  required  to  contain  at  least  65  per 
cent,  of  meat  and  beef  suasages  at  least  50  per  cent. 

Since  more  meat  is  now  available  for  manufacturing  purposes,  it  is 
generally  considered  that  sausages  ought  not  to  contain  less  meat  than  during 
the  period  of  control  and  many  Pood  and  Drugs  Authorities  have  continued  to 
use  the  minimum  levels  of  meat  content  previously  in  force  as  the  criterion 
for  an  acceptable  sausage,  and  some  successful  prosecutions  have  been  made 
on  this  basis.  Recent  High  Court  cases,  however,  have  cast  doubt  on  the  status 
of  these  limits,  and  the  prevailing  uncertainty  has  been  emphasised  on  more 
than  one  occasion  by  the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  who  has  pointed  out  that,  until 
Ministers  lay  down  a statutory  definition  of  what  a sausage  is,  the  question 
will  continue  to  be  disputed  in  the  Courts. 

In  May,  1956,  the  Pood  Standards  Committee  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture^ 
Fisheries  and  Pood  issued  a report  on  Sausages  in  which  it  recommended 
substantially  the  reinstatement  of  the  standards  which  were  abolished  upon 
the  decontrol  of  sausages  in  March,  1953.  These  recommendations  have  not  been 
given  effect,  and  in  view  of  the  doubtful,  legal  position  it  is  not  surprising 
that  many  enforcing  authorities  are  reluctant  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
in  respect  of  a low  meat  content  and  they  take  but  few  samples  of  sausages. 

This  is  an  important  article  of  food  however,  - it  accounts  for  at  least  10' 
per  cent,  of  the  total  weight  of  carcass  meat  consumed  and  the  national 
expenditure  on  it  is  of  the  order  £80-90  millions  per  year  end  I consider 
that  a reasonable  number  of  samples  of  this  con modi ty  should  be  taken  every 
year  so  that  the  Authority  may  know  the  position  within  its  own  administrative 
area.  In  a recent  address  to  the  Pood  Group  of  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry  entitled  "To  the  Prejudice  of  the  Purchaser",  Sir  Harry  Jephcott, 

D.Sc.,  P.R.I.C.,  P.P.S.,  said: 

"Today,  probably  the  greatest  risk  of  prejudicing  the  purchaser 
lies  in  the  absence  of  standards  for  foods  in  general  use  but 
manufactured  for  local  consumption.  The  sausage,  which  has  received 
a great  deal  of  publicity  of  late,  is  a good  example.  If  other 
countries  can  make  standards  far  sausages,  why  cannot  we?" 

If  this  state  of  affairs  is  to  be  remedied,  variations  in  compositional 
Quality  must  be  known  and  these  can  only  be  asceratined  by  adequate  sampling 
Of  the  article. 
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During  the  year  under  revie  i two  samples  of  pork  sausages  and  one  of 
pork  sausage  meat  v/ere  submitted  fcr  analysis.  The  porlc  sausages  contained 
80  per  cent,  and  63  per  cent,  of  meat,  while  the  pork  sausage  meat  contained 
6l.5  per  cent.  The  last  two  of  these  samples  v/ere  therefore  below  the 
minimum  limit  of  6 5 per  cent,  of  meat  recommended  for  pork  sausages  (and pork 
sausage  meat)  by  the  Food  Standards  Committee. 

Brawn . - A sample  of  brawn  contained  345  parts  per  million  of  nitrite, 
calculated  as  sodium  nitrite,  whereas  the  Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc. 
in  Food)  Regulations  limit  the  amount  that  may  be  present  in  this  product  to 
200  parts  per  million.  The  vendor  v/as  warned. 

Ice-cream.  - The  Food  Standards  ( Ice-cream)  Order,  1953,  remained 
operative  throughout  195®-  Under  this  order  ordinary  ice-cream  v/as  required 
to  contain  not  less  than  57“  of  fat,  7.57“  of  milk  solids  other  than  fat,  and 
1075  of  sugar  including  at  least  7.57“  of  sucrose. 

The  twenty-nine  samples  that  were  submitted  fee.'  analysis  all  satisfied 
these  requirements,  the  fat  contents  ranged  from  5«0  tc  12. A per  cent,  with 
an  average  of  9.1  per  cent.,  and  the  total  solids  ranged  from  28,3  to  42.2 
per  cent,  with  an  average  of  34.2  per  cent.  Eight  of  the  samples  contained 
starch. 


Puffed  Pastry.  An  informal  sample  of  an  uncooked  article  labelled 
'Home  Puffed  Pastry  containing  Butter'  was  found  to  contain  37“  of  butter-fat, 

137“  of  mineral  oil  in  the  form  of  a vaseline-like  preparation,  and  1 of 
cooking  fat.  Mineral  oil  in  such  a preparation  may  give  rise  to  a number 
of  harmful  effects  and  its  use  in  food  has  been  specifically  prohibited 
since  1949.  A formal  sample  of  this  product  was  obtained  in  April,  1959 
and  tliis  contained  57“  of  butter-fat,  8.57“  of  mineral  oil  and  2 Oh  of  cooking 
fat.  The  vendors,  who  were  the  makers  of  the  pastry,  v/ere  fined  £50  and 
ordered  to  pay  £5.  5s.  Od.  costs. 

Vitaminised  Iron  Tonic.  - The  manufacturers  of'  tonic  tablets  that  con t air 
0.12  milligrams  of  vitamin  B-j  per  tablet,  whereas  the  declared  content  was 
0.1b6  milligrams  per  tablet,  v/ere  cautioned. 

Labelling  Irregularities.  - One  of  the  ingredients  listed  an  the 
labels  of  bottles  of  cooked  cockles  and  cooked  mussels  was  "pure  vinegar" . 

The  article  used,  however,  was  not  vinegar  but  a dilute  solution  of  acetic 
acid.  The  manufacturers  were  cautioned  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 
They  undertook  to  have  the  labels  altered,  and  proof  labels  were  submitted 
which  were  satisfactory. 

The  terra  "Vita-Gluco3e"  applied  to  glucose  tablets  wa3  considered  to  be 
suggestive  of  the  presence  of  a vitamin  and  therefore  likely  to  be  misleading. 
The  term  "glucose"  v/as  used  on  the  label  of  marzipan  substitute  to  describe 
the  product  known  commercially  as  'liquid  glucose'  which  consists  mainly  of 
dextrins  and  contains  only  about  one-3ixth  of  its  weight  of  dextrose,  i.e. 
glucose  as  known  to  the  housewife.  Demerara  sugar  described  as  "a  pure  raw 
cane  sugar"  contained  tin  to  the  extent  of  50  parts  per  million,  and  the 
label  of  a preparation  described  as  a "Milk  Diet  Supplement"  and  recoctmended 
for  use  in  slimming  was  criticised  because  undue  prominence  was  given  to  the 
words  "Swedish  Milk  Diet"  while  the  word  'supplement'  was  in  very  small 
letters. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  FOILUTION

Dui-Jiig  the  last  ten  years,  and  particularly  since  the  severe  and  protracted 
"smog"  in  London  in  December,  1952,  there  has  been  a widespread  increase  in  the 
recognition  of  clean  air  for  national  well-being,  and  this  has  resulted  in  an 
unprecedented  growth  in  the  scheme  - known  as  "The  Investigation  of  Atmospheric 
Pollution"  - whereby  Local  Authorities  and  other  organisations  co-operate  with 
the  Fuel  Research  Station  of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research  by  making  measurements  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

A short  account  of  the  development  and  functions  of  this  organisation 
was  given  in  the  report  of  your  Analyst  for  the  year  1954  (vide  Annual  Report 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Swansea  for  the  year  1954,  pp.101  and  102). 

One  of  the  functions  of  the  Fuel  Research  Station  is  "to  carry  out  the 
supervision,  co-ordination  and  collation  of  the  local  records  of  atmospheric 
pollution  and  to  advise  on  research  into  the  amount,  nature  and  prevention  of 
the  pollution."  Though  the  object  of  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric 
Pollution  is  to  obtain  exact  scientific  information,  its  ultimate  purpose  is 
to  give  assistance  to  public  authorities  and  to  industry  in  dealing  with  the 
smoke  problem  and  with  puhlic  health  questions  arising  out  of  it,  and  to  this 
end  a Standing  Conference  of  Co-operating  Bodies  has  been  established  to 
which  all  who  are  taking  part  in  the  work  or  who  are  contributing  to  the  research 
funds  are  entitled  to  send  representatives.  In  this  way  the  closest  possible 
contact  is  made  between  the  Department,  as  responsible  to  the  direction  of  the 
work,  and  the  representatives  of  Local  Authorities  and  Industry,  as  responsible 
for  measurements  and  the  practical  application  of  the  results.  In  the  Report 
of  the  Standing  Conference  for  the  ten  years  ended  31st.  March,  1954,  which 
was  published  in  December,  1955  it  is  stated  that  the  Conference  "has  followed 
with  satisfaction  the  expansion  of  the  work  during  the  post-war  period,  and 
can  note  with  some  pride  that  the  research  has  been  ably  backed  by  a rapid 
extension  of  the  U3e  of  measuring  instruments  by  the  co-operating  bodies." 

This  is  "encouraging  evidence  that  Local  Authorities  are  seriously  concerned 
to  ascertain  and  keep  a watch  on  the  state  of  the  atmosphere  in  their  areas." 

The  Swansea  Public  Health  Department  has  participated  in  this  scheme 
since  1st.  January,  1954,  when  a standard  deposit  gauge  and  a "lead  peroxide 
candle"  were  installed  on  the  roof  of  the  Scala  Cinema  in  Pentre-Guinea  Road, 

St.  Thomas.  On  the  1st.  July,  1954,  similar  instruments  were  put  into 
operation  on  the  roof  of  the  Guildhall  and  at  Llansaralet. 

The  deposit  gauge  is  used  to  measure  the  rate  at  which  atmospheric 
pollution  is  deposited  and,  by  inference,  the  rate  at  which  it  is  emitted  into 
the  air.  It  consists  essentially  of  a glass  bowl,  12  inches  in  diameter,  which 
drains  into  a bottle  of  about  10  litres  capacity,  and  after  it  has  been 
exposed  on  the  site  for  one  calendar  month  the  extent  of  pollution  by  deposited 
matter  is  determined  by  analysis  of  the  solid  and  liquid  fractions  collected. 

The  full  examination  of  the  deposit  includes  the  determination  of  the  volume 
of  liquid  (rain)  collected,  its  pH  value,  and  its  content  of  calcium,  chloride 
and  sulphate  ions  and  of  total  dissolved  matter;  the  undissolved  matter  is 
weighed  and  analysed  for  ash,  "tar"  (i.e.  material  soluble  in  carbon  disulphide), 
and  other  combustible  matter. 

The  lead  peroxide  candle  serves  for  the  measurement  of  sulphur  gases  in 
the  air.  One  of  the  most  deleterious  products  of  the  combustion  of  fuels  is 
sulphur  present  in  the  form  of  its  oxides,  mainly  sulphuir  dioxide.  Sulphur 
dioxide  is  discharged  into  the  atmosphere  with  the  chimney  gases  wherever 
fuel  in  the  farm  of  coal,  coke,  fuel  oil  or  unpurified  gases  is  burnt.  A 
relatively  small  proportion  of  the  sulphur  contained  in  solid  fuels  is 
retained  in  the  ashes,  but  the  bulk  of  it  goes  into  the  atmosphere.  It  was 
estimated  by  the  Beaver  Committee  on  Air  Pollution  that  in  Great  Britain  in 
the  year  1953,  no  less  than  5.2  million  tons  of  sulphur  dioxide  were  discharged 
into  the  atmosphere  from  the  consumption  of  coal,  coke  and  oil.

In  the  lead  peroxide  method  of  measuring  sulphur  dioxide,  a small 
porcelain  cylinder  or  "candle"  coated  with  lead  peroxide  is  exposed  to  the 
air  for  one  month  and  then  analysed  for  sulphates,  since  the  sulphur  dioxide 
taken  up  from  the  air  is  oxidised  by  the  lead  peroxide  to  sulphate.  To 
protect  the  candle  from  radn  and  external  damage  during  exposure  it  is 
housed  in  a louvered  box.  The  results  are  expressed  in  empirical  units, 
viz.  milligrams  of  sulphur  tri oxide  per  day  per  100  square  centimetres  of 
standard  lead  peroxide  exposed  in  the  standard  apparatus;  they  thus  provide 
comparative  data  only,  but  they  do  afford  a means  of  comparing  the  intensity 
of  pollution  of  the  air  by  sulphur  gases  at  different  places  and  times  and 
they  give  a useful  indication  of  the  relative  effects  of  polluted  atmospheres 
upon  buildings,  stonework,  metals  and  paints.  It  should  be  noted  that  even 
if  visible  smoke  and  grit  emission  from  chimneys  are  prohibited  and  smokeless 
zones  become  more  common,  sulphur  gases  will  still  be  released  into  the 
atmosphere  wherever  coal,  smokeless  solid  fuel  or  oil  is  burned,  and  it  is 
these  invisible  gases  which  cause  such  damage  to  man,  property  and 
vegetation. 

Swansea  Measurements  for  1958.  - The  monthly  results  obtained  at  the 

St.  Thomas,  Llansamlet  and  Guildhall  stations  during  the  year  are  given  in 
Tables  A,  B and  C.

iiie  do  .oxs  containing  the  rain-water  and  deposit  for  the  month  of*  November  \7as  broken  in  transit.  In  accordance  with  the  procedure 
adopted  by  the  Fuel  Research  Station,  the  figures  recorded  for  November  are  the  mean  of  those  for  the  other  5 winter  months. 
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Deposited  Matter.  - It  v/ill  be  observed  from  these  table;  that  at  each 
of  the  three  stations  widely  differing  quantities  of  material  are  often 
collected  in  the  deposit  gauge  in  successive  months.  This  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  rate  of  deposition  cf  pollution  in  any  one  specified  locality 
depends  not  only  on  the  fuel  consumed  in  that  locality  but  also  on  rainfall, 
the  strength  and  direction  of  the  wind  and  other  variable  meteorological 
factors.  Hence,  only  a small  part  of  the  differences  is  due  to  variations 
in  the  rate  at  which  pollution  is  emitted.  On  an  average  over  a long  time, 
however,  rainfall,  wind,  and  the  other  meteorological  variables  are 
approximately  the  same,  so  that  changes  in  the  emission  of  atmospheric 
pollution  can  be  detected.  Experience  has  shown  that  reliable  conclusions 
can  be  drawn  from  the  data  gathered  at  the  some  test-site  over  periods  of 
five  years,  and  for  this  reason  it  is  the  practice  of  the  Fuel  Research 
Station  to  issue  periodically  reports  in  which  comparison  is  made  of  these 
five-yearly  averages.  In  this  way  changes  in  the  amount  of  atmospheric 
contamination  can  be  determined  and  their  significance  can  be  statistically 
assessed.  Trends  in  pollution  are  thus  ascertained. 

At  the  Fue]  Research  Station  the  data  in  respect  of  deposited  matter 
obtained  at  each  site  is  used  also  to  investigate  seasonal  changes  and  for 
this  purpose  six-monthly  summer  and  winter  averages  are  calculated,  the  six 
months  April  to  September  inclusive  being  termed  the  "summer"  months  and 
thesix  months  January,  February,  March,  October,  November  and  December  are 
the  "winter"  months. 

If,  as  a result  of  accident  or  other  cause,  there  are  no  figures  for 
one  of  the  "summer"  or  "winter"  months,  it  is  the  general  practice  to  insert 
for  this  month  the  average  of  the  other  five  months  for  the  purpose  of 
calculating  the  Annual  Total  Deposit  or  the  Monthly  Averages  for  the  year. 
Similarly,  if  for  any  six-monthly  period  results  for  two  of  the  months  are 
not  available,  the  average  of  the  other  four  months  is  inserted  for  the 
"missing  months"  unless  the  missing  results  are  for  consecutive  months,  in 
which  case  no  annual  total  or  monthly  averages  are  recorded.  Unfortunately, 
the  bottle  containing  the  rain-water  and  deposit  for  the  month  of  November 
from  the  Scala  Cinema,  Pentre-Guinea  Road,  St.  Thomas  was  broken  in  transit, 
and  in  accordance  with  this  procedure  adopted  by  the  Fuel  Research  Station 
the  figures  recorded  for  November  are  the  mean  of  those  for  the  other  five 
winter  mohths. 

Table  D shows  the  total  amounts  of  the  various  pollutants  deposited 
at  the  three  Swansea  stations  during  1958,  while  in  tables  E,  F and  G the 
results  at  each  station  are  compared  with  those  of  previous  years.

Observations  on  the  Deposit  Tables,  D - G. 

From  Table  D it  will  be  seen  that  during  1958  the  amount  of  deposited 
matter  was  somewhat  higher  at  the  St.  Thomas  station  (301  tons  per  square 
mile)  than  at  the  Llansamlet  station  (272  tons),  and  was  lowest  at  the 
Guildhall  site  (154  tons).  The  deposit  in  the  St.  Thomas  area  was  therefore 
almost  twice  as  heavy  as  at  the  Guildhall. 

From  Table  E it  wil  be  observed  that  the  substantial  reduction  in  the 
amount  of  deposited  matter  at  St.  Thomas  noted  in  1956  has  been  maintained, 
but  there  has  been  no  further  reduction  3ince,  the  amounts  for  the  three 
years  1956  -57  -58  being  almost  identical.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that 
in  August  and  September  the  amounts  of  tarry  matter  at  St.  Thomas  were 
unusually  high  (vide  Table  A) . The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  D.F. 
Jones,  investigated  this  matter  and  he  found  that  during  these  two  months 
the  flat  roof  of  the  Scala  Cinema  was  renewed  and  the  contractors  melted  the 
pitch  used  in  a large  boiler  placed  on  the  roof  and  situated  in  close  proximity 
to  the  deposit  gauge.  There  is  no  douht  that  this  was  the  cause  of  the  heavy 
concentration  of  tarry  matter  in  the  deposits  for  these  two  months. 

Table  F shows  that  at  Llansamlet  the  amount  of  deposit  per  year  has 
been  variable,  though  in  1958  it  was  appreciably  less  than  in  1957  and  indeed 
it  is  the  lowest  since  this  station  was  set  up  in  1955.  This  may  be  a 
consequence  of  the  Upper  Forest  Y'/orcester  Steel  Y/orks  closing  down  in  May 

and  the  Bar  Mill  of  the  Dyffryn  Works  being  stopped  October,  1958.

Table  G shows  that  there  has  been  a progressive  decrease  in  the  amount 
of  deposit  at  the  Guildhall  since  1956. 

It  is  interesting  to  compare  these  figures  with  high,  average  and  low 
values  obtained  at  sites  maintained  by  Co-operating  Bodies  during  the  year 
ended  31st.  March,  1957,  and  recorded  in  the  Report  of  the  Director  of  Fuel 
Research  on  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  for  that  year.

The  "high"  values  are  arithmetic  means  for  the  six  sites  at  which  the 
six  greatest  deposits  for  the  whole  year  were  observed,  the  "average"  values 
refer  to  all  the  993  sites  at  which  deposit  gauges  were  in  operation,  and  the 
"low"  values  are  the  arithmetic  means  for  the  six  sites  at  which  the  six 
lowest  deposits  for  the  whole  year  were  observed.  The  pollution  in  the 
immediate  neighbourhood  of  the  Guildhall  is  below  the  average  of  all  the 
sites,  but  obviously  there  is  room  for  much  improvement  in  the  St.  Thomas 
and  Llansamlet  areas. 

Sulphur  Pollution  during .19.9.? ♦ - The  results  of  the  measurements 
of  the  sulphur  gases  in  the  atmosphere  by  the  lead  peroxide  method  are  given 
in  Tables  A,  B and  C on  pages  * 12+.  to  l6  inclusive.  This  method  of 
estimating  sulphur  gives  a measure  of  the  activity  of  attack  of  the  sulphur 
pollution  upon  buildings,  building  stones  and  materials.  A clean  rural 
atmosphere  will  give  an  average  active  sulphur  pollution  figure  of 
approximately  0.25  ragra.  S0^  per  100  square  eras,  per  day,  while  heavily 
polluted  industrial  areas  give  an  average  figure  of  5 or  more  mgms.  SO., 
per  100  sq.  cms.  per  day.  The  seasonal  and  yearly  variations  at  the'’ three 
stations  for  1958  are  shown  in  Table  H below,  together  with  the  daily 
averages  for  the  years  1955,  1956  and  1957.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  pollution  by  active  sulphur  gases  was 
practically  the  same  in  1958  as  in  1957.  As  in  previous  years  this  form 

of  pollution  was  greatest  at  the  St,  Thomas  station,  being  more  than  twice 
that  at  Llansamlet  and  the  Guildhall.  At  all  three  stations  the  results 
show  a marked  seasonal  variation,  the  air  being  markedly  freer  from  sulphur 
gases  in  summer  than  in  winter.  This  is  as  might  generally  be  expected 
since  the  amount  of  sulphur  dioxide  emitted  from  chimneys  is  in  fairly 
strict  proportion  to  the  amount  of  coal  burned,  and  during  the  summer  monthp 
fires  for  domestic  heating  are  only  occasionally  lighted  whereas  in  the 
winter  months  they  are  generally  lighted  as  a matter  of  course.  At  both 
St.  Thomas  and  the  Guildhall  the  sulphur  pollution  in  winter  was  twice  as 
heavy  as  during  the  summer  months;  at  Llansamlet  it  was  about  1g  times 
heavier  in  winter  than  in  summer.

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The  Clean  Air  Act,  1956.  - Thin  Act  deals  with  pollution  caused  by  smoke 

including  soot,  ash  and  grit.  "D: ok  smoko"  is  defined,  and  subject  to 
certain  defences  and  temporary  exemptions,  its  emission  from  industrial 
chimneys  and  domestic  premises  is  prohibited.  Emission  itself  becomes  an 
offence  - the  question  of  nuisance  being  caused  and  having  to  be  proved 
does  not  now  arise.  Grit  and  dust  emission  must  be  minimised  by 
practicable  means,  and  all  new  furnaces  burning  pulverised  fuel,  must 
instal  approved  dust-arre sting  plant.  Power  is  also  granted  to  any  Local 
Authority  to  make  an  order  (subject  to  Ministerial  confirmation)  declaring 
part  or  whole  of  its  district  a "smoke  control  area".  Subject  to  specified 
exceptions  and  limitations,  the  emission  of  chimney  smoke  in  such  an  area, 
on  any  day,  is  an  offence.  It  is  a defence  if  the  emission  was  caused  only 
by  the  bur  rung  of  an  authorised  fuel. 

Certain  provisions  of  the  Act,  including  the  provision  to  create 
"smoke  control  areas",  came  into  operation  on  the  31st.  December,  1956;  the 
remaining  provisions,  which  deal  v/ith  the  prohibition  of  dark  smoke  and  the 
reduction  of  grit  and  dust  from  industry,  were  brought  into  operation  on 

the  1st.  June,  1958. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


Sixty-seven  samples  of  water  from  the  public  supply  were  submitted 
for  chemical,  physical  and  microscopical  examination.  Eighteen  of  these 
were  submitted  by  the  Public  Health  Department  and  forty-nine  by  the 
Waterworks  Department,  and  they  were  taken  at  the  various  sources,  also 
before  and  after  treatment  and  in  the  course  of  distribution. 

The  hardness  of  the  samples  from  the  Usk  supply  before  treatment 
varied  from  29  to  J>6  parts  per  million,  while  after  treatment  it  ranged  from 
44  to  66  parts  per  million.  The  hardness  of  the  samples  from  the  Cray 
supply,  which  is  not  treated  otherwise  than  by  chlorine  and  ammonia  for 
sterilisation,  varied  from  24  to  33  parts  per  million. 


FERTILISERS  AND  FEEDING  STUFFS 

Twenty-four  samples  of  fertilisers  and  eight  of  feeding  stuffs  were 
submitted  for  analysis  under  the  provisions  of  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding 
Stuffs  Act,  1926,  by  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  (Mr.  F.W. 
Brown).  They  consisted  of  the  follor/ing  articles

The  Act  requires  ’Statutory  Statements’ of  composition  to  be  given  with 
fertilisers  and  feeding  stuffs,  and  Regulations  under  the  Act  prescribe  limits 
of  variation  between  these  statements  and  the  actual  composition  of  tine 

article. 
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All  the  samples  of  compound  f c eding  stuffs  were  satisfactory,  the 
figures  supplied  for  oil,  protein  and  fibre  contents  were  in  each  case  correct 
within  the  limits  of  variation  allowed  by  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs 
Regulations. 

Of  the  24  samples  of  fertilisers,  18  were  found  upon  analysis  to  be 
correct  within  the  prescribed  limits  of  variation.  Two  samples  of  compound 
fertilisers  and  one  of  bone  meal  contained  nitrogen  in  excess  of  the  amounts 
declared,  and  another  compound  fertiliser  contained  insoluble  phosphoric  acid 
in  excess  of  the  amount  stated,  the  excess  in  each  case  being  slightly  outside 
the  permitted  limit.  These  irregularities  could  not  be  considered  to  be  to 
the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser. 

A sample  of  Soluble  Blood  was  guaranteed  to  contain  13.5  per  cent,  of 
nitrogen.  The  variation  allowed  is  0.5  per  cent.,  i.e.  the  nitrogen  content 
should  be  not  less  than  13.0  or  more  than  14.0  per  cent.  It  proved  to  be 
only  12.3  per  cent.,  and  the  deficiency  is  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser. 

The  other  sample  that  did  not  comply  with  the  requirements  was  a compound 
fertiliser  containing  a number  of  trace  elements.  Particulars  in  respect  of 
this  sample  are  given  below.

The  nitrogen  and  potash  contents  stated  were  correct  within  the  limits 
of  variation  permitted  by  the  Regulations,  but  the  sample  was  deficient  of 
4.3  per  cent,  of  water-soluble  phosphoric  acid  and  it  contained  4.3  per  cent* 
of  insoluble  phosphoric  acid  the  presence  of  which  was  not  declared. 

The  sample  contained  all  the  trace  elements  declared,  viz:-  Cobalt, 
Copper,  Molybdenum,  Iodine,  Manganese,  Iron,  Magnesium,  Zinc,  Boron,  Nickel 
and  alkali-soluble  Silica. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  was  no  deficiency  in  total  phosphoric  acid 
content  and  the  results  sugges  t that  ’’reversion"  of  some  soluble  phosphoric 
acid  to  insoluble  phosphoric  acid  had  occurred.  Such  a change  might  well  be 
accelerated  by  the  presence  of  iron  salts  and  some  of  the  other  compounds 
added  to  supply  the 'trace  elements'.  It  is  unlikely  that  the  purchaser  of 
this  article  would  be  prejudiced.
